INTRODUCTORY. 


Tun spirit of adventure and o stern determination to make the most of the 
hrond wand fertile lands lying west ond north of the Ohio River stimulated alike 
the sturdy Virginian, the liberty-loving New Jerseyman, the tolerant Pennsylya- 
nian, fod the thrifty and industrious Englishman and New Englander to leave 
the old homes and seek them others in this wide expanse of wilderness. 

Doubly successful in their battle with the Briton and the Frenchman, the young 
inen of the Eust undauntedly explored the wilds for suitable locations, and thither 
briuging wife and children, held their own against hostile Indians and ferocious 
beusts. 

Unfoid the canvas and look upon these changing panoramic scenes. Here the 
elk are bounding, the buffalo gruziug, and one sees only u wild of fine timber aud 
swift stream; the Indian settles here; the nobler game have fled, yet deer and 
wolf abound; then settlers come: log cabins rise; and fields are cleared and tilled, 
Look farther on and see the growth of a beautiful and thriving city, of flourishing 
towns, nad the careful tillage of the farms. 

Tho rail-enr speeding its loud of passengers across the bounda of Clark offers 
glimpses along its yirious railroad tracks of a beautiful country, oceupied by a 
progressive and enlightened people, 

The historian essays the worthy task of gleaniug from the printed page and 
epenking lip the story of the early settler; the names and deeds of pioneers,— 
how towns were platted and forts built up, and of gradual changes from a hunts- 
min’s and a hermit life,—deprived of social and religious intercourse; to present 
beautiful homes, to evident wealth and increasing population; to fonuding noble 
institutions of learning, collegiate and theological; to enterprise in manufacture; 
to gushing springs of pure water, charming scenery, und agricultural resources. 

The following compilation of fragmentary history is of no little interest to the 
vilizens of Clark, immediate and prospective, since it constitutes their owu an- 
costral history furnished by their aged pioneers, and written here by one who 
owns tt formidable task and inability to do his subject justice, since 


"Many a deed awhile remombored ont of memory needs must fall, 
Covered, as the years roll onward, by oblivion’s creeping pall. 


PIQUA OF THE SHAWNEES, THE BIRTHPLACE 
OF TECUMSEH. 


The anciont town of Piqua, notable from being the place of nativity of the 
celebrated Shawnee chief Tecumseh, was loented on the north side of Mad River, 
west of Springfield about five miles. The town was built after French pnt- 

“terns. Tho houses were at considerable intervals, and extended for more than 
three miles along the margin of the river. The main portion of Piqua stoed upon 
a plain elevated some feet above the strenm. To the southward extended a broad 
prairie; bold cliffs rose on the northeast; level timbered Jands lay to the west 
und northwest, and across the river could havo been seen a prairie tract of varying 
breadth and reaching back to rising ground. ‘The site was beautiful to the eye: 
the river swept by in graceful bend; the rocky bluffs stood up like battlements; 
the rolling hills were crowned with lofty forest-trees, and the prairies wore a 
summer robe of luxuriant grasses and beanteous flowers. 
lous and the Shawnee made improvements, Over two hundred aeres of land were 
wnder cultivation, chiefly planted in corn, and the Indian seomed to have sueceeded 
in an attempt at civilization, 


TECUMSEH AND THE PROPHET. 


The parents of these remarkable Shawnee leaders came in the middle of the 
Jast century from Florida to Ohio. Tecumseh was born at Piqua in 1768. He 
was of warlike disposition, and a leader of influence from his youth. The first 
coutest in which he participated was between some Kentuckians commanded by 
Colonel Logan and 1 party of his tribe, ut the presont site of Dayton. When 
nbout seventeen years old, he bore a conspicuous part in an attack upon some 
bonts near Limestone, Kentucky. The bonts were taken, and all but one of their 
occupants killed, That one was burned alive. Tecumseh looked on in silence, 
abhorred the act, and used his eloquence to prevent a repotition of the cruelty. 
The chieftaincy was bestowed in 1795. In 1805, bis brother, Laulewasikaw, 
gathered a lnrge portion of the tribo at Greenville, and assumed the office of a 
prophet. His announcement of a coming solar eclipse, and its arrival at the fore- 
told time, increased belief in his sagred character. On Novembor 7, 1811, the 
battle of Tippecanoe was fought and won by Harrison, and the Prophet lost his 
influence because of haying promised his followers certnin success. In 1812, 
Tecumseh was early in the field. He fought at Brownstown, was wounded at 
Maguaga, and made a brigadier-general. He took part in the siege of Fort Meigs, 
aod fell, bravely fighting, at the battle of the Thames, in the forty-fonrth year 
of bis age, His body has been spoken of az being flayed, and the skin used as 
‘Yazor-strops by the Kentuckians. His death-shot is ascribed to a pistol in the 
hanis of Colonel R. M. Johnson, of Kentucky. No citizen of Clark will regret 
this brief mention of renowned leaders of the aboriginal race to whose lands they 
have become heirs, and in whose history Clark County has the honor of being 
prominently connected, 


THE DESTRUCTION OF PIQUA. 


On the 2d of August, 1780, General Clark organized an expedition to meet at 
Cincinnati, to destroy the Indian villages on Mad River. One detachment, under 
Logan, was to reach the Ohio by way of the Licking: the other ascended the 
Ohio in boats, carrying provisions and a small field-piece. The two divisions 
were to mect at a prescribed point und march inte the interior. Daniel Boone, of 
Kentucky, and Abraham Thomas, of Miami County, Ohio, were spies upon the 
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expedition. ‘These two were carried iu the leading boat and put ashore opposite 
the mouth of the Licking. Thomas was in good spirits, and ran up the bank and 
struck his tomahawk into a beech-tree, the first tree ent into by a white man on 
the present site of the populous city of Cinciunati. While the rangers were 
acouting the troops were landing and erecting a stockade, fort, and cabin for a 
garrison and stores, 

The army started for Mad River ovor the uplands of a tracklezs original forest; 
a road was cut and corduroyed for the pussage of pack-horses und cannon. None 
but officers had tents; cach man took care of himself. 
sticks before the bivowne fires, Beds were made of small branches, leaves, and 
bark. Progress was slow, but in time the Indian yillages were reached. The 
men warched all night, and, advancing rapidly, surprised three hundred Indian 
warriors, whose intention had been to surprise the expedition on the next morn- 


Muat was toasted upon 


ing, Here was a stockade fort, unoceupiud; the Indians took post in their houses. 

Piqua was approachable at three points. General Clark divided his forves to 
occupy them all, and so surround and eapture the enemy; but Logan's division 
got into a swamp and took no part in the action. Another force was ebarging 
upon the town when halted by Clark, who brought his six-pounder to bear on 
the village, and sent a ohurge of grape-shot iuto the weak strnotures, scattering 
their material in fragments around, and driying out their oceupants in wild 
dismay. 

The troops rushed into the village, captured the women and children, and killed 
many of the Indians. Ilere a nephow of General Clark, who bad run away 
from the Monongahela settlements and joined the Indians, was mortally wounded; 
he owned to his intention to haye led the Indians next morning to attack tho 
whites, and begged forgiveness of his uncle, The day after the battle, the 9th 
of August, was occupied in burning the village and cutting down the growing 
corn. The troops then marched to Cincinnati's present location and dispersed, 
euch to his own home. In this campaign each man had no allowance for twenty- 
five days but six quarts of Indian corn, one gill of salt, and what green corn and 
vegetables were found in the Indian towns. 

About 1822, Mr. John Keifer, in plowing over the site of Piqua, brought up 
skeletons, beads, toumahawks, and other relics, At the first settlement of this 
locality, there were standing two white-ouk-trees, in the village of Boston, whose 
tops had been shot off about eighteen feet from the ground by balls from Clark's 
six-pounder, Their tops showed the curved line of the balls, around which bush- 
like sprouts shot up; but years since these relies were felled and used for fuel. 
Tradition affirms that the Indians seereted their squaws and children in “the 
cliffs,” about 1 mile up the stream from the fort, during this action. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 


When the United States became an independent nation, they Inid claim, by 
terms of royal charter, to all lands lying westward to the South Sea, or Pacific 
Ocean. This claim comprised hundreds of millions of neres. On the admission 
of Ohio, it was stipulated that all lands within her limits not previously sold or 
granted should belong to the General Government. ‘These arcas have been va- 
riously disposed of to companies and individuals, and hear the historic name of 
the purpose of the grant, They are classified under some twenty distinct heads, 
of which Clark County knows but two, viz., Congress Lands and Virginia Mili- 
tary. These lands are separated by Ludlow’s line; so called from a survey, by 
Tsracl Ludlow, of a line from the head-waters of the Scioto direct to the head- 
waters of the Little Miami River. That portion of the County lying northenst 
of this survey and south of the last-named stream is known as Virginia Mili- 
tary, and constituted part of o reservation by the State of Virginia of her 
immense domain, claimed by charter from James I, of England, in 1609, when 
yielding her claima to the United States, in 1784. This land was appropriated to 
claims of her soldiery in the Continental line during the Revolution. In conse- 
quence of an option to the holder of a warrant to situnte it where he choose, if 
not previously located, the surveys of these lands present a field of irregularity 
perplexing to the surveyor, and a fertile source of litigation for holders of ad- 
verse titles. One tract had fifty lines upon its boundary. Claims varied from 
fifty to six thousand acres, General MeArtbur was an owner of a large tract near 
Brighton, as was also Thomas M. Bailey. The balance of territory in Clark, 
known as Congress Lands, was regularly surveyed into townships six miles 
square. The townships were subdivided into sections by township and range 
lines, and, commencing at the northeast, numbered from one to thirty-six, The 
sections wore divided inte four equal parts, und, according to Congressional 
enactment of July, 1820, these quarters were again divided into cighty-acre 
tracts, 


ENTRIES AND PRICES. 


The Indians challenged every intruder upon their lands. Nathaniel Manse, a 
bold and expert surveyor, entered und surveyed much of the Virginia lands from 
1790 to 1795. Sometimes haif the land was given by holders of warrants for the 
survey. Previous to 1790 locations were made, lines run, und streams traced ut 
peril of life. The price of lands was two dollars per aere, one-fourth down, the 
balance in three annual payments, and settlers often lost lands from inability to 
meet payments; accordingly, in 1820, the price was reduced to a dollar and a 
quarter per ncre, cash down. In this County, as elsewhere, the advantages of 
small farms ond the habits of races and sections are illustrated. Large fields, a 
fine residence, and imperfect cultivation are iucidental to the grasp for broad 
estate. 


A LOST RACE. 


Evidences are not wanting to show the existence of a nation of people in the 
past upon the farms and city lands of this County. The mound-bnilders once 
lived and dwelt in this section of country. The pen of no historian gave a record 


of their origin, growth, and deeay. The tumuli of their dead and extensive 
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earth-works only give proof of their former presence. Near Enon, Mad River 
Township, is a mound of some extent; and such memorials are met with at in« 
tervals all through the valleys of the Mississippi und Ohio. Many mounds, when 
opened to inspection of an antiquary’s eye, show human bones and burial offer- 
ings; but the deeds of chiefs of the tribes and the history of the people are in 
oblivion, and we are taught that if ow people are to he known hereafter, it is 
time to bo doing. Ask at the stalls where time-worn volumes find a sale, even 
now, for history of the early settlers of Ohio, and ‘ eearee, valuable, and not for 
sale" is the reply. Throogh the courtesy of Dr. John Ludlow, President of the 
First National Bank of Springfield, we are-enabled to place a reliable aod com- 
prehensive history of the ‘“‘ulden time” before the patrons of our work. 


THE EARLIEST SETTLERS AND SETTLEMENTS, 


The first white men known to hayo settled in the present limits of Clark 
County were David Lowry and Jounthan Donnels. Lowry cume to Ohio from 
Pennsylvania, in 1795, and bired at Cincinnati lo assist in carrying provisions 
for the Western army, commanded by General Anthony Wayne. Ilis term ox 
pired, he joined a sarveying-party nuder Israel Ludlow (partner of Syinwes in 
the town of Cineinnati).

Cincinnati they learned that Patten Shorts liad entered and purchased this plens 
ing spot, nud needed a surveyor to fix his boundaries. Donnels, offering his 
servies, was accepted, and purchased for himself and Lowry their chosen site, 
In the fall of 1795 they made a settlement. 
mouth of a ereek, named by hiw, for his friend, Donnols’ Creel. 
wated farther east, where a large spring gushing from the hillside traverses the 
On this land Colonel John Keifer atter- 
wards lived and built a stone house. The new settlers found tho woods tilled 
with bears, deer, turkeys, and other gume, aud began the work of providing: meat 
for winter use. IJLabitntions were erected with the sole aid of axe and auger, 
and here, in structures built in a few days, these pioneers began their forest life.

The log cabin with clapboard roof, puncheon floor and furniture, and huge chim- 
ney; the course, squeaking door, as it swung open to the pull upon the lateh- 
string upon its rnde wooden hinges, and the free ventilation, aro all remembered 
hy the last survivors of this our heroie age. During the winter, Lowry killed 
seventeen bears; and in his lifetime thought he had killed fully one thousand deer, 


INDIAN NEIGHBORS. 


Alone in the distant wilderness, the new settlers found themselves in the midst 
of the Shawnees, Their eamp-fires burned near the white men’s cabins, and a 
friendly exchange of weeded articles was of frequent occurrence, The noble 
spirit which impels to return more than was taken occasioned » generous rivalry, 
and successful competition was ukin to vietory. Lowry was a hunter for days 
and nights with the red men, and when lost in the wild forest, was guided hy 
them back to bis cabin. Once, offended because of his superiority in wrestling, 
they loaded a gun to shoot him, but finding him dauntlesa, they veered nround 
to the opposite feeling of admiration, took him up in their arms and curried him 
about, saying, Brave man! brave man!" 

Tn 176, two persons named Kreb and Brown came into the neighborhood, 
Their camp was beyond the deep cut near the second crossing of the Dayton 
Railroad. With them Lowry exchanged works; that is, he hunted and fished to 
secure food for them, while they cultivated and raised the first corn crop in Lhe 
vicinity of Springfield, About three miles west of its site, Lowry raisad a crop 
for himself the next yeur, and was ono of the party that surveyed and laid out 
the first road from Dayton to Springfield, 


PIONEER ENTERPRISE. 


Tn the yoar 1800, David Lowry built a flat-boat apon Mad Liver, to voyage 
down to the Miami, thence to the Ohio and Mississippi down to Now Orleans, 
with a load of pickled pork, five hundred vension hams, and bucon. The venison 
was taken on, and this first of flat-boats navigated down to Dayton, where, 
assisted by a man named Ross, Lowry made barrels to hold his pork. The boat 
floated down the Miami to the Ohio, and was rowed up to Cincinnati. Meanwhile, 
Lowry had his hogs driven from his furm to the same plave, where they were 
sluughtered, the pork salted in barrels, and started for New Orleans, Arriving 
at the end of his tedious journey, the pork yielded twelve dollars per hundred, 
and the venture proved remunerative. Call to mind the stretch of route traversed, 
the rude ersft, and uncertain result, nnd appreciate tha pluck whieh carried 
Lowry through, and see the same epirit manifested in the munifold industries of 
Clark to-day. Lowry was Clark's first yinter, and raised grapes long before the 
eatnwha was known there; bis farm was a model; his home the abode of comfort 
and hospitality. His death occurred at the ripe age of ninety-two years, Donnels 
died a suicide, resulting from insanity; bis memory is perpetuated by the unmes 
of Donuelsyille and Donnels’ Creek.

Simon Kenton, well known in the unnals of border warfare, lived for a time 
near the site of Lagonda, hut as settlers gathered around, he, in common with 
the epirits of lis elass, moved onward deep into the wilderness, and pussed his 
notable iife in what is now Logan County, lis death ovcurred at the age of 
eighty-one. Humphreys died nt the adyanced age of ninely-foar years. With 
the Kentucky colony came James Demint, who built binself a eabin o Jittle east 
of the Female Seminary, within the presont inelosure of the seminary grounds, 
und shertly nfter erected the first still-bouse, uw amull one, near the spring, in 
frout of the seminury building. Like many auother, bo drank as well ag sold, 
find was not a temperate drinker. 

Griffith Foos, with several others, came from Kentucky up the Scioto Valley 
to Franklington (across the river from Qolumbus), ‘They liked not the plice; 
left there their families und went west to explore. They came to a fine spring ut 
the intersection of Main nnd Spring Streets, followed an Indian trot! to near 
Mad River, then went north townrds Urbana, till they reached the “ Pretty” 
Prairie; then going south ulong Buck Creek, discovered Demint’s cabin, where 
they made « satay of days. 


SPRINGFIELD. 


Domint informed his visitors of bis intent to lay out a town, and offered valu- 
able tracts of lund at low prices. John Dungherty, of Kentucky, & surveyor, was 
speedily engaged, nod the work of suryay commenced Mareh 17, 1801, This 
town plat was bounded on the south by the section line running parallel with 
Main Street, and distant from it south one hundred and twenty-five feet; on tho 
wort to the ulloy near the Prosbyterian Church; on the north to the top of tho 
rocks along Buck Creek; vod on the oast to the onst line of Spring Street. he 
number of lols incladed was eighly-two. ‘They were not recorded us u town plat 
til 1803, What is now Columbia wag in this plat. Muin and the present Main 
wus enlled South Street. Mrs. Demint suggested that, on account of the numerous 
adjacent springs, the place should be called Springfield, and the name was adopted, 

Lhe survey completed, Foose and his party returned to Fraoklington for their 
fumilies. In their removal with their wagons, they made the first wagon-trucle 
from that direction into Springfield. The jouruey oveupied four wand uw hal! days, 
one day being given lo crossing the Big Darby. Virst they packed their goods 
acrosa upon horses, and then drew their wagons over with ropes, while some

THE FIRST RAISING. 


Logs were made ready and a day appointed for the raising. Days before the 
time set all the settlers far and tear were duly notified. 

The duy came, und with ib forty peraona before breakfast, some of whom bad 
come from a distunce of seveu lo lon wiles. Tho oeeasion was one of frolie and 
merriment, of cating und drinking, and the uninyited wore us free to come ua 
those who were invited. 

Al. the raising of Isnac Zane’s house, in the northwest of the County, persons 
Were present from o distunee of forty miles. Aged men who live again their 
second childhood regret the changes which, while they Layo increased comforts, 
have diminished socinlity, 

This house of Foos’s waa tho firat built in the town of Springfield. Tt was w 
double cabin, situated on the south side of Mnin, w little east of the late residence 
of Jolbn Bacon, and opened asa tavern in June, 1801. Other houses were now 
built, nod the town bogan lo grow. Th 1803, Avchibald Lowry, brother of David, 
built the second tavern in the town. Dt was a lwo-story hewed log house, nnd was 
regarded, nt the time, as u grent improvement to the place. Tt stood just outside 
of Domint’s first nddition, opposite the rear of the loton which is Murphy’s store. 
The logs ure covered with weathor-boards, an addition has been added, aud the 
house is still standing. 


INFLUENCE OF A ROAD. 


None can fail to haye been struck with the great influcnce exerted upon the 
growth of communities by the construction of railroads, canals, plank roads, and 
pikes, butin that “elder day," to bave a wagon round was greater than ull these. 
Tn 1803 such a road was surveyed by David Lowry and othors, between Spring- 
field and Dayton, und its continuation was made to Franklington by others, 
so that the town was to be loeated on a line of travel botweon thoso points, At 
Springtivld, to lesson exponse, the road was made to puss through on South Street, 
on account of the oxtonsiye swamp land lying at tho cast end of their main street, 
that now koown us Columbia Street. 

A demand for South Street lols sprang up among the settlors, and houses began 
to rise along its course, in expectation of the grout thoroughfare the rond would 
hecomv, ‘This lod to Demint’s laying out a second addition iu the spring of 1804, 
wid yeoorled in 181). This addition was u more extension of the limits of the 
first plat wost to Race Street. South was uow changed to Main Street, and old 
Main was solnced with the title of Columbia. 


EARLY TRADESMEN AND EVENTS OF 1804. 


In 1504, Springfield contained eleven houses, all built of logs. Prior to this 
time, the inhabitants uf the town aod neighborhood carried grain to a mill near 
Lebanon for grinding. Domint erected a yrivt-mil/, at the mouth of Mill Run, 
Which was thonght of fair capnoity, since it could grind five bushels of grniu 
during twenty-four hours, 

About the some time, Robert Renix built a grist-mill on Buek Creck, oppo- 
site the farm later owned by Henry Bechtle. Rennix made the first improvement 
on this farm, aud built a still-house near the spring, used forthe farm-house, The 
Jivat store in the place was opened by a Mr- Stowe, from Cincinnati, who brought 
with bim a small stock of goods, A socoud store was opened by two I’renehmen, 
in a cabin near the publig square, Jonah Baldwin came and built the /irat two- 
story frame house in town, and opened a tavern therein, He long served as jns- 
tico of the ponco, and died noar Springfield, in L865, nt vighty-eight years. 
Walter Smallwood sud wife came from Virginia. He followed the business of 
blaokemithing, and, though rough in manner, was a sensible and useful citizen. 
The first post-ofice was cstablished in Spriugtold this year, nnd John Dangherty 
Was Appointed postmastor. Samuel Simonton began the erection of the fiat frame 
house in town, on tho vorthwest corner of Main and Limestone Strects; he raised 
the frame and partly finisled it as a two-etory house, when a tornady, on the 6th 
May, blew it down, It wae reduced to one story, and completed in the spring of 
1805. Pierson Spining bought the property in 1812, and therein kept a store for 
many years, The town lad now a village look. Daugherty, Lowry, and Stowe's 
houses had stone chimneys, tha others wore built of sticks and plastered with 
olay. There lad been four deaths, ind as many graves were in the old graveyard 
ou Columbia Street; one being of Mrs, Demint, who died in TSO. 


A FUNERAL CEREMONY. 


Saul Wenkle, n preacher in Springtield for twenty-eight yenrs, wos tho one 
always called on to solemnuine a marriage or commit a body to the grave. Tis 
funeral coremony was touching and impressive. The cofin rested upon a simple 


bier curried on the shoulders of four men walking to the grave. The preacher 
preceded, and mourners and friends came after in twos, the men and women sepa- 
rate. When Lie procession began to move, the prencher would start a solemn 
hymn, the rest would join, and the sad melody was continued to the grave, The 
hyinn usually sng at such times begins: 
“Hark! fom the tombs amonrnfal sound ! 
Mine cars attonl the ory; 
Yo living inen, comu view the groand 
Whore you mist shortly lies" 


Such were the funeral exereisus of Jobo Lingle, one among others. 


EARLY CHURCH HISTORY. 


Messrs. Jokn Wumphreys, John Ambler, and » few other= organized the first 
Presbyterian church in Springtield. Iumphreys was elected one of its board of 
elders, and held the office the rest of his life. 

Twelve jiersons met in Nathaniel Pinkhan's school-bouge, on the northeast 
corner Of Main anid Market Streets, in the year 1506, and organized the first 
Methodist church aud the first Christian orgnnigution in the place, Of these 
twelve, Mrs. Smallwood waz one. Sho was gifted in prayer, plaintive in voice, 
and eloquent in language. Ter influence was that of a lender; modest and re- 
Uiring in manner, she prowoted tha pence aod morals of the town. Her family of 
six children honored her training; her sons aspired to and attained eminence, 
and stood true to the old flag during the erucial test of the Inte rebellion. 

The first church building ereeted in Springfield wag built by the“ New Lights,” 
in 1810, though free to other danominations. Asa subseription to this church, 
Boos gave ‘a five horse at ten dollars.” The church was of hewn logs; it wis 
twenty by thirty feet in size, and stood on the south side of Main Street, near the 
west bank of Mill Ruy, ‘Lhe building stood back from the street; the door was 
on the south side and in the rear from Main Street. The pulpit stood opposite 
the door, and, nade of rongh unpainted boards, stood high up from the floor, 
The site was high, dry, nnd sodded with grass, In the midst of the lawn stood 
several fine burr-onks, whose shade in summer was refreshing. 
ghurch heeame, in 1825, u shelter for hogs and cattle, and the New Lights’ be- 
came extinguished. 

In 1804, uw Methodist church wns built on the northenst corner of Market aud 
North Streets. (t was o frame building, and a part is now standing, The 
Methodists occupiod it until 1834, when they moved to their now edifice on the 
southeast corner of Columbin and Market Streets. From 1814 to 1820, lots in 
that part of town were uninelosed; no regular streets were made, and a yrowth 
of eorub-oak, plum, and Nazel covered the ground. The paths and ronila to the 
church ran in irregulire lines in the most aceossible directions to this hnilding. 

Tn July, 1S17, twenty-eight persons met and organized the first Prosbyterian 
ehureh, The first ana 
third were ordained elders hy Key. Archibald Steel, who presided at the meeting. 
Revs. W. Poage and Steel supplied ocoasional proaching until June, 1827, when 
the church galled Rev. Branklin Putnam as their regulur pastor, and hue was 
ordained on the 11th of Jane of the sane year, In 1828 they began the eraction 
of their church building, and John Amblor donated in part, or sold thom, the Jot 
on which their ediliee stands. 


PIONEER PREACHERS. 


Before 1806, nor school nor church was known, Wisdom had not uttered her 
voice in the streets, and drunkenness was fearfully prevalent. The fained and 
remarkable cireuit-riders cnme in the van of civilization, Plain in dress, un- 
swerved by hardship, powerful in speach, these men filled nbly the niche which 
secmed to be their portion. Goble and Sale were the first two Methodist minis- 
ters, and came in 1806, They preached nalteruntely every three or four weeks in 
a log house on the northoast corner of Main and Market Streets, Rev. Metiuire, 
Then Rev. Samuel Henkle

Dow once preached in the grove noar the Methodist church. Some boys hud 
climbed upon the trees while he was speaking, and he promised them if they 
would descend ani repent salyation should surely be their reward, 


THE COUNCIL OF 1807. 


One Myers was killed near Urbanw by a party of wandering Indians, and u 
fumily named Elliott, living on Mad Niver, was visited by an Indian of ‘teeum- 
sch's tribe, who demanded a buteher-knife of them, was refused, and told to leave. 
Mrs. Elliott was soon after out getting firewood in the door-yard, when o rifle- 
shot was heard and o ball whistled through the front of her sun-bonnot and 
grazed the skiu upon her throat. These acts, coupled with the gathering to- 
gether of the Indians under the Shawnee brothers, induced a panie among the 
people of this nnd other counties, Tho bold and warlike organized into com- 
panies. The tavern of Foos was made u temporary stronghold, while many 
fumilies Jeft in haste for their previous homes in Kentueky., The whites de- 
mauded the aggressors: (he Indians denied knowledge of their committal, and it 
was left to 1 council to be held ut Springfield. The commiasioners for the whites 
wore General Benjamin Whiteman, Major Moore, Captain Ward, and two others. 
he Indians were led by Tecumseh, Round Head, Black Fish, and other chiefs, 
The council took place in w maple-grove ncross the atreet from the tavern. The 
Tniiens bad come in two bodies; the band of Tecumseh from towards Fort 
Wayne, and one from the north, some seventy in numbor, in charge of McPherson. 
Each party, unfriendly to the other, charged them with the deeds unlawful. Me- 
Pherson’s party, by request, had loft their arme at a distanos, but Tecumseh and 
his bravew refused to disarm themselves, the chief suying that in bis tomahawk 
was his pipo, and it might be needed for a smoke. 

Just arrived from Pennsylvania was pn tall, 2lim young man known as Dr, 
Richard Hunt. Anxious to conciliate, this person advanced and offered 'Tecumeeh 
his dirty-looking clay pipe with short stem, The chief stepped proudly forward, 
reecived the offering carefully betwoon thumb and finger, looked with sparkling 
eyo of contempt at it, eyed the owner a moment to his extreme discomfiture, thon 
flung the pipe, with aloud grunt, over his head and away from him. ‘The Indians 
carried the point nnd retained their arms. 

Toqniry showed that the murder of Myers was an individual net, 
were made, hostilities disavowed, reconciliation effected, and quiet to the settle- 
ments, fur the time, restored. ‘The Todians stayud three days in town and 
amused the settlers by fonts of agility, Whiteman, above named, had long made 
the forest his home and the Indian his acquaintanee, A companion of Kenton 
and Doone, he hud learned many savago dialects, and, at the council, conversed 
with Tecumseh in the Shawnee tongue with freedom.

EARLY CUSTOMS. 


In these days of ready-made clothing, close-filting dresses, convenient and 
costly furniture, excellent thoroughfares by rail and pike, hostility to sale and 
use of liquors, fine houses und plages of business, physicinns an call, and car ur 


hack to convey to or from desired Weulities, il ig both enrions and useful to revert 
in Our history to the bumble and arduous lives of the old pioneers, and therein 
lourn a lesson for present needs. During these days of which we write, there was 
a condition of complete social equality; the exelusiveness of caste and the claims 
of wristocracy were not known, and the broad line of distinetion was run between 
the worst clase and the people in generul. ‘Lheir occusions of fellowship and 
good will were the old rnisings of log and bent, the sharp contests for rapid 
excention of parts of the work at Jog-rollings, and sportive gatherings for corn- 
huskings.

Rolligking amusements nmong the young were untrammeled 
aod innocent. All sought for pleasurable enjoyinent, and were happy in seeing 
others happy. Dress was common to rich or poor; the mon wentelad in hunting- 
shirts of linon made from self-raised und manufactured material, and buckskin 
puts: the women dressed themselves iu garments of their own hundiwork,—these, 
audording to newness, wore common or holiday dresses. The bridal gostume was 
a median American cotton cheek, which thon cost » dollar por yard and took 
five yards for tho pattern. Silks, satins, alpacas, and fanay goods wero not in 
warket or possession, ‘Tho interior of a cabin was shimple in the extrome. Over 
the broad fireplace, held by wooden hooks, rested tho trusty rillo; bedsteads were 
often no more than forked stieks driven into the eurthou (Moor, with erosa-poles 
for the vlapboards or (he cord, Por cooking there was a pot, kettle, and frying- 
pan. Upon the table, a few plates and dishes held the food, For seats, some 
had split-bottomed chairs, but stools and blocks were in general and satisfuetory 
No wention have [T known of enarpots; the smooth, swept earth or punchoon 
The hattntion drills on mastor-days, elections,

celebrations, and all public oveasions wore enlivened by free uso of whisky, pure 
from the home stills. Hunting, now regarded as n pastime, was to them a Vusi- 
noss to secure the winter’s meat, anil corn-pones formed part of overy men, 
Flour was purchasable at Chillicothe, Zanesville, and ut Cincinnati. Goods were 
high; they were hauled in wagons lo Pitleburg, floated down te Ohio to Cinein- 
Diti, nod thenoe Tanledor packed up. Pew retuiled wt S200 to S500 par pound ; 
colive, wb 7d coutss sall brought SL0,00 to 212,00 por hundred pounds; ealiaw wis 
81.00 por yard; whisky was 1.00 to 52.00 per gallon, and the Indians were ex- 
cellent customers, Storekoopers nr zutd to have wiven liquor [reo to onvournge 
purchasers.

The boys of that day called in sympathy; eho 
met them at ber door with the remark, ' Law ine, poys, te olt man ish tet—whal 
a pity!” CGrauny Teonbarger, the cuke and beer vendor, died in 1859, iu Spring- 
field, 

Peurson Spining, from Dayton, in 1812, commenced gelling goods in the house 
bought of Simonton, In 1s2d¢ he crected wo fine residence, which now forme part 
of the King Building. Tn 1830 he began the block known as the Buckeye Build- 
ings, which were used for a hotel, By 1544 he bad become the richest mao in 
Springfeld, In ISsy, Mr. Spining took contracts in public works, lost wueh 
property ; look to keeping hotel, and died in 1857, in his soventy-first year, 

Maddox Visher was a lending min of the onrly day. He came from Kentucky, 
in 1813, with twenty thousand dollars in money. Twenty-tive lots, near the 
public square, were bought of Demint at twenty-five dollars a lot; bis operatians 
began. A grist-mill was put ap on Demint’s old site in 1814. A cotton-fuetory 
was built in 1816, and a store of goods opened on Fisher's corner, Main Street. 
We was a hard worker for Springfield, and used his Lime ond means in adyancing 
the interests of the County. When the County was organized, an effort was mado 
to muke the village of Toston the County seat. Fisher died in October, 1836, in 
his sixty-lifth year. 

John Daugherty was o popular man; he was momber of the Assauwbly during 
two terms. IlLie cloctioneering was simple and thorough: hoe rode on horseback 
to visit each voter, and carried in his saddle-bugs jugs of whisky, to use as oven- 
sion requived. In 1814, William Ross built, for a dwelling-bouse and store, the 
first liek house in town, The structure wae used as & bavern, and called © Ross's 
Tavern.” Tt existed fifty-five yeare, and was taken down, in 1560, to give plave 
to Ridenour & Coblentz’ more modern block, 

Tru Paige, of Mussachusetts, tin 1911, started & woolen-factory in the lower story 
of Fisher's grist-mifll, and manufretared for customera jeang, Nunnels, and woolen 
rolls for fifteen years. In 1820 be was no merchuut as well ns manufacturer. 
In 1838 he wont ty the Lugislature, and later, ant na associnte judge upon the 
bench with Lewice and McKinnon, 

Merryfield Vieory, settler of 1814, served ns drummer in the war for Independ- 
chee. One time, on Sunday morning, Daddy Vieory foun o thief stealing bacon 
frow bis smuke-house. He cnught and tied him fast, and contined him till chureh- 
going began, then murched liim, with two sides of bacon swung wbout hie neck, 
under fear of ularge club in Vieory’s bonds, to the (lour of the Vresbyterian church, 
‘Lhe thief disappeared forever from Springlicld when set free. 

Janes Wallace, of Kentiely, came to Ohio a hoy of fourteen. During the war 
of 1812, le, as post-bey, curried the tails on the route between Springfield and 
Cincinnati. In Stl he began ty learn Ue trade of saddler with William Moody, 
Tn 1823, Wallace was o leading merchant of Springfield. Dr. Needham, of 
Vermont, wis a popular physicinn. Jnines Johnson, of Treland, was of the 
varliest settlers in Springfield. Tn 1817 he begun the manufacture of out unils 
by hand, and the people oblained o supply of this useful article of home make. 
Some of Johnson's nails are still doing service in Dr, Needham’s house, built, in 
IS17, on the corner of alley, On Main, opposite Duke's grocery. 


THE FIRST NEWSPAPERS, 


The first. printiog-olfice in Springfield was etarted, in 1817, by Georga Smith, 
who published a paper called Vho Farmer. [te sive was a little greater Lian a 
foolseap sheet; the paper waa coarse oud dark. The establichment soon pnased 
inte the hands of Benjamin Rogers, who removed the offiee from the eimoll 
frame house on the south side of Main Street to the neighborhood of the First 
Presbyterian Church, and changed the nume of the paper to The farmer's Adov- 
ente. Tn 1819, Rogers passed the paper inte the hands uf his brother Meury. In 
1824, B. Rogers died, and Simeon Rogers heeame publisher and George W- 
Ifewett editor, From 1827 to 184u), 8. Rogers and Jamez 8. Tlaleey, in the nume 


) of Itnlacy & Logers, continued the publication. 


The Western Pioneer was published in w small frame, on the west side of the 
pablic square. In 1530 the office passed into the hands of William A. Cameron, 
Who became oditer and proprietor, and removed the material to west side of South 
Market Street, On April 9.1831, Cameron sold to Jeremiah Warder, Prank und 
Jobu Gallagher became the publishers, aud Bdward IT. Cumming the editor 
Next year, 1532, Jolin Gallagher and Cumming edited and published the paper as 
Partners, 


EARLY PRESS-WORK. 


The difficulties which beset those engaged in various labors of that early day 
are partly known to ua; but itis of right that enrly press-work should be under- 
stood as a matter of interest und a meed of justice. The press on which Rovers 
printed the Arroente was of the snine style as that used by Franklin. The work 
was done by two persons; one stood hy the side of the press, holding in each 
hand, by w small handle, a large eheepskiu-covered ball. One ball was rolled 
upon the ink-board; the balla were struck together to distribute the ink evenly, 
td then the form of type Was pounded till it had takou eulliviont ink for an im- 
pression, Phe pressinan placed the sheet of paper in a stout, linen-covered frame, 
which was then folded down on the types. A crank rolled the whole under an 
upright sorew attached to x horizontal lever, The screw wae then brought down, 
by use of the lever upon the form, by the employment of all the pressman's 
strength. Tho Jever was then run back, the form rolled out, the frame holding 
the printed sheet thrown up, and the paper liken out and Iaid nside. Press-work 
Wis, and iv, in many offices, hard work; but the steam ¢ylinder presses in use so 
general mark the progresa in the printing-ollioc. 


ORGANIZATION OF CLARK. 


Ross Connty waa formed by proclamation by Governor St. Oluir on Angust 20, 
1705, anil Hamilton on January 2, 1790, Franklin wos formed from the former 
April 30, 1808, and Groene from Ross and Hatmiltou, May 1, 1803. Champaign 
wae formed from Greens, March 1, 1805, and Madison was organized in March, 
1810. Clark whe formed March 1, 1817, from Champaign, Madison, nnd Greene, 
und named in honor of General George KR. Clark, velebrated for prowess in In- 
dinu contests. The boundaries of the County are: Champaign on the north, Madi- 
fon on the east, Greene to the south, and Miumi to the westward, 

It is divided for civil purposes into ten townships, which bear the names of 
Bethel, Garman, Greene, Harmony, Madison, Mad River, Moorefield, Pike, Pleas- 
ant, and Springfield. Tho population in 1820 was 9583: in 18350, W074; in 
840, 16,882; and in 1870, 32,070. When the good news came to Springfield that 
the Legislature had formed Clark County and made Springtiold the County seat, 
a rajoicing of the citizena wis manifested by bonfires of tar barrels, and free liha- 
tions of apple-toddy at Ludlow’s tavern stand. 


FIRST COUNTY OFFICIALS. 


The first presiding judgo waa Frederick Grimkie. Tie associates were Daniel 
McKinnon, Joseph atmnan, and Joseph Layton. Thomas Fisher was elected 
sheriff; John Layton was clerk till Thomas Armstrong was oleclod; Johu Daugh- 
erty became auditor; David Rizer, revorder, whose first deod-record was made 
April 1h, 1818; John Amblor was treasuror; Henry Bacon proseenting attorney, 
till Zepheaniuh Muatt’s election; John Back, James Foley, and Enoch Tk, Stnith 
were tho commissioners; Wm. Wilson, surveyor, and John WUtunt, coroner. 
The first justice of the pence elected in tho County was Jonathon Millbollaud, 
whose home was west of town, nenr the present site of Rebert's mill. Robert 
Renick was tho second, and Samuel Smith the third, to succeed to the honors of 
that office, 


COURT-HOUSE, COURT, AND CASES. 


From tho orgunization of the County till 1822 the court held its regular ses- 
sions at the tavern of John Ilunt, on Muin Street. Prior to this time, in 1806, 0 
terin of the Supreme Court was hold in Springfield, as the temporary sent of justice 
of Champaign County. A single cause was tried,—that of Robert Renick for kill- 
ing an Indian. ‘The act was justified by some and condemned by others, but the 
jury rendered a verdict of not guilty. On March 2, 1819, public notice was given 
hy tho Commissioners that on the 22d proposals would be received for n site on 
which to crect a County building. April 12, Maddox Fisher aud forty others 
submitted a proposition to build the court-house on the publio square, and 
pledged themselves, in ease the house wns so located, to the payment of twenty- 
two hundred wad fifteon dollars. The proposal was received, the donations aceepted, 
ani the work begun; Daugherty, ag surveyor, locating the site us desired. Five 
dnys passed, whou a plin wag offered by Fisher and wecepted. On May 24 
Fisher nnd Ambler took the contract to complete the house by January 1, 1821, 
for tha eum of thirty-nine hundred aud Seventy-two dollars. Tho walls were 
* wrouted”? with liquid mortal and the building was put up to stand, as any one can 
seo, A pauper dated Sune, 1818, signed by W. Smullwood and twenty-six others, 
wits submilted by citizens of the West Kind, or “Sleepy ILfollow,” to the Commis- 
sioners, in which they “bound themsolyes in the sum of one thousand dollars in 
favor of the County Board, in onse of (ailure by the petitioners to ereet a log jail 
sixteen feet square and a story, high, the price of said jail to be any sum they 
may see fit to pay.” Tho proposition was necepted, and the jail up und completed 
by July; and Mareh 1, 1810, on order was given on the treasury to several parties 
for the sum of eighty dollars “for building n jail for Clark County.” This jail 
wie cast ide of the alley next the church known as Tirst Presbyterian, and halt 
way betwoon Main and Columbia. Abram D. Merenese was the first jailer, and 
hud w black bear chained to a stake noar the jail door, A binck man uaimed 
Johnson, being confined in this jail, pried off the door, threw it into the rin, and 
went his way, This jail was soli in 1894, One John Dallis contracted to finish 
the court-house for fourteen hunired and ninety-cight dollars. The Louse was 
completed in 1828, save printing and w bolls the latter was bought and bois(ed 
into its place; and on Saturday, October 25, 1828, the fonos of this bell reaching 
the cars of the people; announced a cumploted vourt-house. This, the only bell 
in town, wis nich admired, and it was made tu do duty us a signal for Inbor, to 
bogin by being rung at six in the inorniug, and for it to end, by ils musical clang 
at nine in the evening. Tho people were then proud of their building, and 
thought that “in point of neatness anil conveniences it was unexcelled in Ohio,” 
On dune 21, 1825, Spiniog furnighed a pion for a now jail, to stanil opposite the 
court-house., Tt was idopted, and an order mpie that “said plan he solid 
2h wt the court-house,” 


July 
At tho’ sale Blijah Ferguson was the successful bidder, 
on resin of twenty-five undred and eighty dollars, and November 1, 1822, the 
now jailwas finished and payment made. Thia jail in time grew bomoly, and 
fave place to yet anothers so buildings, like their builders, stand but fora tine, 
anid then, obeylos the iypesistible jaw of change, porigh op 
while others more pretontious rise to fill their places.

the street; nud the court-house itself uppears to be of use only at the regular 
times for holding courts. Tater-built houses, for convenience, have the offices

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EDUCATIONAL. 


When, in 1802, Ohio was admitted into the Vaion, one-thirty-sixth of all her 
territory was set apart for the support of common schuols. To average the land, 
it wae decreed that Section 16, good or bad, in every Congressional township, 
Ohio Company, and Symmes’s purchases, should ooustitute the sehvol section, Tp 
some instanves the section being sold, Congress made a grant of another section. 

The first effort at introducing the common school system was the pussage of 1 
law, Juntary 22, 1821, entitled “An Act to Provide for the Regulation anid sup- 
port of Common Schools.” Then, Febraary, 1825, Aw Agt to Provide for the 
Support and Better Regulation of Common Schools was passed, and tinally, 
January 30, 1827, on act was passed “To Establish a Fund for the Support of 
Common Schools." The tux for free schools is all-important aod invaluable. 
Community is made moral and intelligent, property is ungmonted in value, ind 
crime and pauperism are decreased, The best emigruils uniformly purchase and 
settle in those loculities where means of education are most extended, 

To the early school history of Clark, the lug house and select school were the 
pioneer attempts at securing Jearning to the youth. Little was learned jn those 
schovls, but the busy requirements of the times developed the oitizen, and enibled 
him to become of use and standing by constant practica, 

The present generation have no exeuso for iguorance, and they need none. 
Public opinion iz progressive, and the patriotic citizen gives cheerfully of his re- 
sources for the erection of buildings, the provizion of furniture, nnd the payment 
of tenchers. In 1873 the total! sehool Jovy of Clark County was one hundred and 
one thousand and fifty-three dollars and fifty-eight conts,—the largest school tnx 
ever levied on the property of the Cowity. From scleet to free, from the sehool- 
master to the teacher, from academy to high school, cdueation ling been no lug- 
gard in the march of progress, 


CLARK COUNTY COMMON SCHOOLS, 


The history of school progress is shown by the moneys expended in schools 
and the enumeration of the youth who attend them. ‘The (nancial exhibit for 
the year ending August 31, 1874, is as follows: Belanée on hand Replerber 1, 
IS73, Sd4,188.55; State tix, 511,855.20; irreducible school funds, SIAM0.S9: Inent 
tax for echool and sechool-bouse purposes, SUT, 664.88;

TEACHERS AND PUPILS. 


The total number of teachers novessary to fupply schools ig 156. Tho namber 
employed during the year is 204. The average monthly wages of gentlemen, $47; 
ladies, 341. Wigh sehoot: gentlemen, 301; Indios, $54, Schools ware Miintained on 
an avorige Of thirty-three weeks, and vighty-nine texchors taught the entire time 
schools were in session. The onutheration shows that Clark County bad 11,070 
youths between tho age of six and twenty-one, September, 1874. 
in the sehools for the same time is: of boys, 8084; girls, 8574. Nigh school, 10 
hoys, 58 girls. otal enrollment is 7621. Th higher branches, 103 studied al- 
gebra; 85, geometry; 12, trigonometry; and 26, chemistry. Torchers’ institutes 
are well attonded, 


SPRINGFIELD FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This institution began its work in 1851, with Rey. James L. Rogers us principal. 
The site was fino; the grounds ample; the buildings noble. Floors wero onr- 
poted, rooms lighted with gas and hoated by upproved stenm apparatus. Por 
twenty years the institution did its worl frithfully; thon the schoo! closed, and 
the building was sold to the city of Springfield, and is in present uso aso high 
school. Three ladies graduated in the class of 1851,—Carrie A, Clurk, Melon J. 
Spencer, and Sallie J. Spinning (Stewart), all of Springficld. Total number of 
alumni, 223, The summary of 1871 was; preparatory, ¢45 first class, 35; second, 
j4; third, 29; and senior class, 9. 


WITTENBERG COLLEGE. 


This well-known institution of learning was orginived by the Lutheran de- 
nomination upon a brond and liberal basis. It patterned after Yule College, 
Connecticut, in having both colleginte and theological departments under the sume 
hoard and facnity. It was chartered in 1845, and is still in full tide of successful 
teaching. During the first year seventy-two students were connected with the 
college, which began under the superintendence of Rey. Ezra Kellar, D.D., with 
arrangements for six professorships. The building, a four-story, ig command 
ingly locuted upon on eminence, about a third of a mile from Springfield, in the 
midst of a beautiful grove. Tero the student Jooks upon some of tho finest of 
Scenery, and may quenel his thirst from any one of the many springs of tho best 
witer. Socictios huve long assisted the student. Library, eabinet, and Apparatus 
are at hand. The governmont is parcutal, and tho colloge deserves its excellent 
reputation,

GEOGRAPHICAL. 


Clark County lies in the southwest central part of the State of Ohio. Tn shape 
it is an irregalar oblong, with its greatest longth on its northern line, It is vury 
fortile, highly cultivated, and is well watered by Mad River, Buck, und Beaver 
Creeks and their tributaries, which furnish a large amount of water-power. ‘Ilo 
northern and eastern forks of Mad River join a little west of the eentrea of the 
township; the eastern fork is deseribed ng unequaled for fine mill sents; its eur 
reut very rapid, and the water never so low in the driest aenson as to interfere 
with the mills upon its banks. Lagonda, or Buck Crook, is spoken of as a swift 
and unfailing mill-stream. Withia three miles of Springfield, the County seat, 
are upwards of twenty good mill seats. 

This County was early sottled by parties who, baying beoome tired of the siek ly 
condition of the Scioto yalloy, cama hither in search of fi more henlthy region. 
Tu the year ending March 31, 1874, there were 372 dunths from & population of 
82,070, or n ratio of 1.16 deaths to 100 persons living. Vegetation was rink and 
luxurious upoo the prairies, and the carly settlers represent the face of the country 
as being very beautiful. North of the present site of Bpringfeld, forn distaner 
of fourteen miles, upon Tanda thiek with woods in 1847, there could not, from TS01 
to 1800, have been found a suilicient vumber of poles to have made hoops for u 
“twat oart.” The forest consisted of large trees, with no wndergrowlh, and av 
fine aod covered the ground, The inhabitants of Clark County, in the early day, 
were unoquajod for their kindaess, honesty, and hospitality. Ata tater dite, the 
oitigons of this division of the great State of Ohio are noted for their morality 
and inteHigonee, They are engaged in farming, manufacturing, and currying on 
the trades aud professions whieh ure complements und auxiliary to their loading 
employments. 

Population, production, and wealth have greatly inerensod, as statisties will 
exhibit. Springfield, the County seat, located forty-three miles west of Columbus, 
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on the old National road, and on the line of railroads connecting Cincinnati with 
Sandusky City, is considered by competont judges the most bowutiful city within 
the tianits of Ohio. It is ouw of thirty-two eitivs of the second elassin the State, 
tod had a population, November 15, 1870, of twelve thonsand six hundred and 
fifty-two, New Carlisle, twelve miles west of Springfield, is a Qourishing town 
of cight hundred to one thonsnnd inhalitunts, (nely located in a boautifial and 
fertile country. South Charleston, to the southeast of Springfiold, twelve miles 
on the Columbus and Zevin Railroad, aud the Zonin and Jofferson turnpike, tawud 
& population in 1870 of eight hundred and vightoon, Enon, on the Duyton turn- 
piko, is seven miles southwest of Springfield. Hesides these places are tho villiugas 
of North Hampton, Tremont, Vienna, Donaldsyille, srighton, Harmony, Nobles- 
ville, Catawba, and Cortsyille, conveniently loented in Lhe various townships for 
facility in trading, mails, und schools. 


AGRICULTURAL. 


During the first. years of Clark's sottloment, the elfer object of the pioneer 
farmers was to provide their families with means of subsistenee, and all their 
surplus products were generally sold to settlors who came luter, 
dexvored to cot out a pateh of corn and a gardens he broweht on from tie Rust 
one or two horses aud cows, and two or three hogs, Samo of the wealthivst 
farmers in the County began in this humble way upon land which they could wat 
buy. Thoy sometimes entered on the public lands and made Improvements, or 
ropted the lund on improvement leases, and in time hecaine able to purohise it, 

(irnsses, roots, nuts, and acorng were so abundnunt that stoel required only an 
occasional feed of corn to bring them home. Flouks und lerds grew pumorous, 
and corn, beef, and pork hoeame surplus products. Any article in detmund was 
engaged in by every farmer, and soon beewmo a rng on the market, Farmers 
learned finally to put in various crops. 

The cultiyntion of wheat is important and oxtensively carried on. Tn 1878, 
Clark County ranked twelfth in the State a3 a wheut wounty, haying raised frou 
20,186 acres 490,615 bushels; or 14 bushels to tho were. Corn is a 
staple, ensily cultivated, and most every farmer lias lis field or field= of from

POLITICAL AND OFFICIAL, 


State cluima were yielded, Iudian titles oxtingnished, and surveys Maile, One 
hy one, beginning with Washington, in 1788, counties wera formad, and the region 
far up toward the sources of Mad River became checkered with furms, unil gave 
abundant token of the presence of an petive und Prosperous populativa. The 
lirst meoting of the Territorial Legislulure was appointed for September 16, 1700, 
April 50, 1802, Congress authorized a convention to form a State constitution. 
This constitution was ratified nnd signed by the members on November 29, and 
became by their act tho fundamental huw of the Jand. It wae nover referred to 
the people for approval, The first Genural Assombly met at Chillisothe Murehy 1, 
1803. In December, 1804, the militia Low was revised; aliens made quads in 
proprictury rights; revenue system changed, and aes passed dubhorizing tho 
organization of townships and establishment of County Commissioners. 

Until Mareh J, 1817, Clurk’s citizens were known as inhubitnnts of (ireone, 
Madison, and Champaign, and were represented in general and loon! goyerninent 
through those counties, William White was judge of the Supreme Court of Ohio 
under the constitution of 1851,—from Clark County. Sampeon Mason, from 
18s to 1843, and Samuel Shellaburger, from 1861 to 1572, were Representatives 
to Cotiyress from Ohio and eitizens of this County. The General Assembly of 
Ohio of IS74-75 hae in the Senate nx Senator of the Mleventh Dishrict, composed 
of Clark, Champnign, and Madison, Alexander Waddle, of South Charleston, 
farmer by occupation; in the House of Representatives from Clark, Dr. Bone 
jumin Neff, of New Carlisle, James M. Smith, of Lebanon, and Moses Barlow, 
oF Zevin, are judges of the Court of Common Plous from the third subdivision of 
the Seeond District. District Court was held in Charl in 1875 on Mareh 20. ‘The 
times for holding Common Pleas Court ja Clark are January U8, May 31, ani 
October 18. The probute judge for this County is E. (i, Dinl, of Springfield. 


COUNTY OFFICERS,

Valuation of property 
in 1850 wus $6,069,483; in 1860, $13,803,963; in 1870, $19,462,404 ; and in 1874, 
$26,006,543. The State tax for Clark County in 1874 was $86,100.02; local tuxes 
were $261,525.70; total tax wos $347,626.63. The valuation of Springfield was 
$8,012,102; total tnx, $176,401.35, 

The County has five national banks, with a capital of $1,000,000; and one 
suviogs bank, with a capital of 386,000. Ono of the national banks is loouted 
at South Charleston, the rest are in Springfield. The Viret National of Spring- 
field bus a capitul stock of $400,000, ood a circulation received of $225,000. 

The County has five buildings valued at $70,000, The following exhibits the 
building ecorried forward to the year ending April 12, 1874: dwellings, 201, 
vilued nwt S154,780; machine-shops, 2, value, $2300; oo@ rolling-mill, costing 
315,000; 4L stores, shops, ete., value, $14,490; three churches, evsting $25,000; 
six sohool-houses, costing 320,445; 16 miscellaneous, valued at $5100. Total 
number, 260; entire cost, $287,148. For the yeur ending June 30, 1874, SOL 
mortgages were recorded, securing 31,002,939. Clark County bas more turopikes 
than any other county in Ohio. These roads are of great publia utility, but 
rurcly prove remunorative investments for company enpital. Of incorporated 
turnpikes (here are 21, with a length of 176 miles; of free turnpikes there are 
10, with m length of 40 miles, Total number, 31; entire length, 216 miles.

Bunking, manufacture, schools, 
churches, pikes, and railroads linve been made successful by application of this 
principle. Masonry has been “expose,” still secret socictios are numerous and 
strong. The first lodge of Odd-Fellows was organized in the fall of 1844, tho 
secon in 1849, and a third in 1860.

MANUFACTURES. 


Township history will speak of the superb farm-lands of the County, It is 
meet to wention briefly (he many and Lhe mammoth manufactores of agricultural 
and other machinery which have given employment to many hauds und made 
Springfield known abroad. 

There are now nbout seventy-five manufacturing establishments in the city of 
Spriogfield, which employ, in the nggregate, about five thousand men, I're-emi- 
nent above all others, and the source of Springfield's prosperity, are the Chaim- 
pion Machine Works, 

Tho first Champion barvesting-machine was made in the year 1563. The busi- 
ness is now advanced by three large and distinct establish ments,—W hitely, Pussler 
& Kelly, the original proprietors, Warder, Mitchell & Co., and the Chuwmpioo 
Machine Company. Each compuny has its own agents and territory. The sales 
of 1874 were 25,000 machines; for 1874 they will reach $0,000. The mauufae- 
tories, offices, nnd warchouses of the firms cover an area of 25 neres of ground, 
The shops contain 18 weres of fluor, The cost of buildings and machivery is 
$500,000. The entire machinery is manufactured at the works, which employ 
over 1000 men, whose monthly pay amounts to 510,000, 

The Foundries occupy w Moor 412 by 50 feet, in whioh 100 moulders work. 

The Blacksmith-Shopa equal 467 by 35 feet. A dozen huge punches anid 
shears, 7 power hammers, 4 drops, 3 bolt headers, with a capacity to make 12,000 
bolts daily, 10 bolt cutters, 55 fires, and 10 patent forges, are part of the maohin 
ery whose giant Inbor, far into the night, works upon thousands of tous of bar 
and cold rolled ivon tnd steel, to prepare this purt of the work upon the Chain- 
pion.

And now wo reach the Puint-Shops, 62 feel long by 50 wide, where 100 
muchives are painted daily. $30,000 is invested in machinery to muke guards, 
of whieh 1000 are made per day, To these works add the Malleable Tron Works, 
und the Bar and Knife Company, and there is a building two miles loug, the 
largest manufacturing works in America, Clark County annually takes 200 of 
these machines, Shipments are made of fully 30 ear-loads, comprising an entire 
train, and valued at $130,000, 

Spriogfeld Agricultural Works, owned by Thomas, Ludlow & Rogers, manufae- 
turers of superior drills, began business in the fall of 1865, under the muanage- 
ment of Ferrell & Ludlow. Their enpitul, $20,000; their business, $40,000. Now 
their enpital is $250,000; their business, S600,000; employing 150 bands. The 
buildings occupy the greater part of wm square, One building is four-storied, in- 
cluding the basement; it is 174 feet long by 60 wide, In 1574 thore were made 
HO00 drills, 1065 seeders, 2000 cider-mills, 500 cultivators, aud 500 rakes, 

Deardorf, Mellen & Co., coffin and ensket manufactory. Established in 1808. 
Capital, S100,000. Employs 40 to 50 hinds. Capacity to make 5000 to 6000 coftins 
and caskets annually, of the finest workmanship. 

James Leffel & Co., manufacturers of turbine water-wheels. Established in 
1862, with an ability to make 17 to 18 monthly. Now there is a enpacity to make 
720 water-wheels annually, besides mill-gewring. The firm employ 100 to 150 
hunds. In 1873 small engines were added to their munufucture; seven or eight 
are made per week. S650,0U0 capital is invested in the business. Wheels are 
sold in Turkey, Indin, New Zealand, South Ameriea, and other distant Inuds. 

Rhinehart, Ballard & Co., graju-separators und horse-powers, drag and cireulur 
saws. The business was begun in 1848, by John A. Pitts, the inventor of the 
machine, Like all inventors, he was cramped for means for a time.

At Stone River 
the regimont did noble service,—double-quicked a mile, it struck the advancing 
robel hordes.

The 32d contained Clark County men, 
The 16th And 17th and part of the 10th Ohio Batteries were from this County. 
The 16th fought at Port Gibson, Fourteen-Mile Creek, and Champion Hills. On 


May 4, 1863, the battery opened at short range on the rebels, disregarded their 
bullets, and drove them from the field. At Vicksburg the battery took conspicuous 
position and held it through the siege. When offered furlough they declined, on 
grounds of being too much needed at the front. The men were then furloughed 
in two bodies, and infantry supplied the pluce of those at home, 
August 2, 1805. 

The 17th Obio Battery took part in ten battles and sieges, fired fourteen thou- 
sund rounds of ammunition, Jost forty men, marched ten thousand miles, and 
received the thanks of the Ohio Legislature for services at Arkansas Post. 

The 66th Infantry, the 7Ist, the TOth, nud O4th Regiments had representatives 
from Clark, as had many other of Obio’s organisations, but the body of Clurk’s 
men were found in the 44th Infantry, and the 110th, three yeurs, the 152d and 
{53d Nationul Guard, ued the one-hundred-day regiment of Colonel Isracl 
Stough, 

We altempt a brief record of the 44th, organized in October, 1801, Its colonel 
was Charles MK, Wood, afterwards u brigadier. It moved October 19 to Camp 
Pintt, West Virginia, November 3, five companies were ordered to Guuley 
Bridge to help General Benham to drive Floyd from his camp woud skirmish with 
the enemy. Two hundred of the regiment captured Platona, drove off Colonel 
Jenkins, and returned to cump with seven captives and a herd of cattle, On May 
1, 1862, the regiment wus brigaded at Gauley Bridge with the 26th and 47th Ohio, 
under General Crook. The 44th advanced from Lewisburg to Dublin Depot, on 
the Jackson River Railroad, and destroyed a part of the track, The enemy at- 
tacked the brigade at Lewisburg ou May 2%, and were completely routed, leaving 
dead and wounded to lie on the field, besides losing three cannon and muny men, 
Shortly after this the brigade fell back to Meadow Bluffs. August 15, the reyi- 
ment ndvanced towards the Kanawha, but hearing of an advance of six thousand 
rebels against the brigade, they fell back to Caup Tompkins. On September 9 tho 
44th and another regiment stationed on the right bank were attacked and driven 
back on Gauley, where o brief stund was made to permit the escape of the train, 
Ketreating back to Churleston, the 44th, as rear- guard, protected the column ilay 
tnd night. September 13, the rebels attucked our forees und were bravely met. 
Their outuumbering lines drove our nen back over woll-contested ground, Cross- 
ing a suspension bridge over a deep atrenm, its supports were severed, and ite full, 
aplushing into the waters below, cut off further pursuit. Ordered to Kentucky, 
they followed Kirby Smith from Covington to Lexington, 
signed to the Second Brigade, Second Division, Army of Kentucky, commanded 
by Gordon Granger.

HISTORY OF 


BETHEL TOWNSHIP. 


The first settlement in Clark County was made in Bethel Township, by David 
Lowry and Jonathan Donnels. They formed part of a surveying-party headed by 
Israel Ludlow, surveyor of the Miumi country, During 1795, ® purchase and

William ‘Taylor and family, from Pennsylvania, settled in Bethel in 1795. The 
family consisted of his wife Susan ond eleven children, five boys and six girls. 
Taylor bought three or four sections of Jand, aud gave each of his family a farm. 
Hughel and family, of Virginia, settled during 1801 or 1802 on Jackson's Creek. 
Daniel, a son, was a noted hunter, and it is said that during their first winter 
himself, Cather, nd oldest brother killed over four hundred deer. John Ilusted, 
a Virginian, arrived at Bethel about 1808, with a large family of boys and girls. 
Tho old man followed farming. Solomon Iusted, © son, was one of the most 
skillful gunsmiths iu the country, and men came thirty to forty miles lo have 
guus made for them, Moses, another son, was a chopper of cord-wood all bis 
life, and jt would live been in order to find that he died on a log. Michael 
Mitnick located south of what is now Donnelsyille; be had three sons; one was 
a carpenter, tnd built, in 1825, the house in which Mrs, Minnick resides. 

George Croft und family, from Virginia, in 1508 settled near tle valley pike. 
He begun distilling, and kept it up for forty years. Two sons ussisted the father 
it that business, and George, a cripple, picked up a knowledge of shoemaking 
and wont from house to house, stopping a week ata place, cobbling and making 
shoes. 

Ilenry Brandenburgh, no settler on Jackson Creek about 1812, was the second 
distiller in Bethel. Te was a trader in four aud bacon, and mado several trips 
to dispose of his wares in the New Orleans market. Joseph MeKinney and 
foiily Jocatod in LSO- or 1809 on the line of the National road west of Donnels- 
ville, on Jand now owned by J. He Confer, Most of the families thus brietly 
noticed wore more or less related, und formed a scattered colony. 

Thomas Williams came to this region in 1796, and entered on « hunter's life. 
Tle ownod no land, and was regarded az a Western Arab, spending his time in 
the forest and visiting the settlement to dispose of furs und obtain supplies of 
ammunition. John, James, and Willian Lamme settled between Medway and 
Donnelsvillo. Letfel and family were settlers from Virginia. Jacob, a son, was 
a horse-doctor, and lately died at Osborn, at the advanced age of ninety-three 
years. 


John aud James Lelfel were early millers in Bethel. They erected two mills,

at Fisher's Will and Cedar Creek, and goaded Lurly on his retreat. Once more, 
on January Tt, 1865, early in the morning, the rebels surprised the weakened 
cauwp. Some escnped; twenty-five were killed and wounded, pnd five hundred 
and seventy-five men and cight officers tuken prisoners.

Its growth waa rapid for Lwo or three years, and 
then ceased, The first house was moved from Lowry’s paper-mill. 
Donunelg kept the first tavern, John Movorehonse the first store, and Wood tho first

Previous to the survey of the township, and as early ag 1504, settlers began to 
locate desirable tracts of land in the northern part of the County, in German 
Township and the adjucent township of Mad River, Champaign County. ‘The

enemy at Cold Harbor. <Assaulting the rebel works on the Jd os the advance 
regiment, they held their position under heavy fire for hours, losing five killed 
May 19, they marched to and drove in the enemy's 
line at the Norfolk and Petersburg Ruilroad. On June S, they hud position on 
the Monocacy, and advanced in the range of artillery und musketry from front, 
rear, and right, and retired only when overwhelined by numbers; here wore lost 
four killed, seventy-four wounded, and fifty-two captured, After various marches, 
we find the 110th guarding a train to Charlestown, August 2), they fight and 
rout the rebels. September 19, they cross the Opequan, and, in the fight at 
Winchester, charge three successive times, and win the heights. VParsuing the 
cuewy, they tuke four ecunnou and one hundred prisoners at Fisher's Hill, On 
the 19th of October, the Sixth Corps, the 110th on tho front line, made frequent 
slands to hold the enemy in check, and finally did their part to rout them, 
Here five men fell, twenty-nine were wounded, and two missing, Ou March 25, 
1865, the brigade twice charged the rebel picket line, enrriod it under a hot fire, 
and took a large body of prisoners. Tho regiment took part iu the pursuit and 
captureof Lee. April 17, they hud euptured more fligs than any other regiment in 
the Sixth, and were honored as escort of cuptured flags to Meuile’s hoadquarters. 
‘The regiment was in twenty-one actions, and lost seven hundred und ninety-five 
Mustered out June 25, 1865, Yenrs have passed, and the surviving vet- 
erans of these regiments have long ago engaged in busy scenes. Most ure self- 
sustaining, are proud of their brilliant record in the Army of the Union, are 
nobly doing their part in the front ranks of citizen industrial life. All honor to 
the tullen who sleep the wakeless sleep! Look upon the imaye of him who stonds 
upon the pedestal jn the city of Springfield, and appreciate the heroic sacrifices 
of the past by a devotion to country in the future.

CLARK COUNTY. 


Congress Innds were surveyed into sections, and men of no grent wealth were 
able to buy from one to several sections by paying down the quarter price, half 
adollar per acre. ‘The earliest settlers enme from Virginia, and later from both 
Virginia and Kentucky. The civil war was heard of in sorrow, and the advance 
of hostile armies laying waste their former homes cnused teurs to fall and spirits 
to droop. 

The pioneer families of German's settlement were those of Charles Rector and 
Archibald MeKindley, emigrating from Mason County, Kentucky. They made 
their sottiement a litthe north of the present village of Tremont. Upon the Rector 
section three improvements had been mnde by squatters on different portions, 
These men, Henry Storms, Nathan Adams, and Thomas Cowshick, wore daly paid 
for their improvements and departed elsewhere, ‘The log enbin of Cowshick 
gave a temporary home to the Nector family, consisting of Mrs. Sarah Rector and 
ten children. ‘Two only of this half-score reside in Ohio. Fanny Thompson, our 
authority for these items, lives just out of Tremont,—she is in her eighty-second 
year, bright, active, and a speaker in the pioneer assemblages,—and Conway Rec- 
tor, a brother, in his eighty-first year, lives on the edge of Champaign, just north 
of his sister. The lands of German were stirveyed in 1502, noid titles recorded. 

William Ross and William Chapman and families loented in 1501) or 1802, below 
Tremont, on Mad River. LUere Chapaan erected the first grist-mill in the town- 
ship. The creek which beurs his name formed the tail ree, Settlers from a 
distance found the mill a great conyenicnoe, 

Christian Weaver and family are remembered ag of the early setUers. 

The first of many Tater distilleries was run by Charles Keetor, who used the 
surplus corn of the first crops for the manitfacturo of liquors. At this dnote, the 
deserted frame structures of former lirge distilleries atunding on the banks of 
Mad [iver evidence the early activity and Inter deeadence of the tralhe in this 
seotion. 

The first school-house in the country quilo a piece nround, stood on Jand now 
owned by one Sager, about a mile west of Tremont. Lh was put np in 1804, and 
primitive though it was in time and baild, if was at par with the sule homes of 
Peter Olivar, who had followed tendhing io Kentucky, taught the 
settlers’ children lessons in books pow obsolete.

in 1801; Isaac Furman to Margaret Rector, in the winter of 1802; and of 
Thomas Robison to Poggy Storms, in 1803. This Inst was made o memorabic oc- 
casion; people were invited and came from farand near, Long rough tablos were 
spread with luxuries of the day, aud feasting, mirth, und jollity surrounded them. 

The sombre shudow of denth fell upon the Kector family in 1504, and Nuney, 
dying, was buried on the farm of William Itoss, Tn 1814, her husband Daniel 
was Jaid beside her. Theirrestiug-plueo, like (hat of countless others, ig unkuown 
to all save llim who took them. 

Winifred Rector was born in December, 154; no earlier births are known to 
the writer. During 1812, Rector had put up a grist- oud saw-mill near his srill- 
house, and also erected a blnacksmith-shop. John Maller did the first smithing us 
a matter of neighborly convenience. In 1811, the pioneer frame building was 
raised for William Koss, Tt still stands. The priwial brick stracture was built 
for the Rector in 1822. 

There are two villages in German Township, Noblesville and Tremont. 

Elias Over, in 1836, kept the first store at the Former place, in a howod log 
house. An old church stood there till 1446, in whieh the Luthernus and German 
Lteformed congregnutions worsbiped on alternate Sundays. In 1536 the present 
church wug built by the Hefurmed people. 

Tremont, about six miles from Springtiold, was laid out as Clarksburg. Tn 
1843, Sumuel Bechtle and othors made changes of plat and nume, D, Munsey 
was the first person to sell goods in the village, Blias Haller wus a blacksmith 
of 1835. Keplinger and Knisely ran a grist- and shw-mill and distillery on Mad 
River. Philip Kirer built a grist-mill in 1810, und aw still oo the stream in the 
southeast of the township in 1805. The brick school-house in Tremont was 
built in 1885, the old M. &, Churol in 1888. A handsome brick church on iho 
hill overlooking the village was built by the German Reformed people in 1560, 
uta cost of five thousand dollars. Rey. Josse Riohurds organized the chureh ns

The whisky bottle waz thought 
indispensable to the harvesting, wud looked upon as necessary us the sickle wnd 
cradle, The morals of the people suffered. ‘The Friends touk action 10 suppress 
the vico in their fields. The following shows their total abstinence principles: 
“They were not to use, make, vend, furnish grain nor frnit for diatillation ; con- 
yey, or aid in conveying, liquor; furnish vessels to hold it, nor timber to make

The Springfield and Columbus 
Ruilroad vung east and west through the centre of the township, Across the north 
end extends the National road, on which, at intervals of a few miles, nre located 
the villages of Harmony, Vienna, and Brighton. Plattsburg, in the east centre, 
isarailrond station, and Lisbon a turnpike villuge near the south line, Drigh- 
ton was platted by Kuthburn, David Roploy, and Sabine Bordwell in 1835; 
Vienna by John HW. Dynes, on Section 12, in April, 1833; TMarnony by Logbarn 
Newlove, January 10,1838; and Plattsburg by William Oshorne aud Amazinh 
Judy, Angust 4, 189%. The first house in Vienna was built by Taylor; the lirst 
frome hy Emanuel Mayne: the first schooul-house in 1845. The Methodist Bpis- 
copul Church was built in 1842, The first physician was and is J. TG. Lingle, 
L. C. Buzbee, a resident, taught the village school for twenty yeurs.

Shures were not remunerative,—five dollars will buy a fifty-dollar share, The 
road, done by contract, is excellent, and the toll-gato takes tho cootribulions. 

In 1806 the Christiana erected a log chureli at the “ Knob" or Mound. Tts first 
resident mivister was Vrancis Monfort, Teuben Daily and Thomas Kyle were 
early prenchera there,—the old house is of the past. Cump-meetings were held 
in this vieinity, to which people came from a distance of forty miles, nud religions 


feeling ran very high. A Presbyterian church was huilt in the southwest of the 
towuship in 1820. 

The township's first Justice of the peace wis Joseph Layton, elected about 
1804. The first trustees were Reuben Wingard, J, Layton, and Samuel Martin. 
After the organization of the township, if ISIT, the first election was held at 
Miller's house. 

The first grist-milla were constructed and run by John and James Levels; they 
are on Mad River, ure known as Tecumseh Mills, and hegan to ran about 1520. 
The Enon Mills were built in 1842, by [suae Shauk. The tirst tunuery Wag started 
by William Smith; be used the tan burk aud Wandled all kinds of leather, and 
began work in 1816. Williams, previously named, was a tanner of deer-skins 
fur wearing purposes, and many of the setUers got punts-stuff from his hands. 
In 1525, Judge Layton started w saw-mill. The first postmaster Was Joho R, 
Miller, appointed in 1937. ‘The office was on the old road, uni when Enon was 
laid out, it was moved there, The muils were curried by stages. D. Miller erected 
the first frame barn, in 1818, nnd the first brick house, in 1824. J. Layton and 
A. Crawford were the first distillers; and Jumes Galloway set out the first orchard, 
in 1800,—though natural fruit, it was highly prized. 


SPRINGFIELD TOWNSHIP. 


Un June 2, 1818, the County of Clark was divided into townships. ‘The nume 
Springfield was given to the lands bounded on the north by German and Moore- 
field; east, by Hurmony; south, by Green: and west, by Mad River and Bethel. 
The surface is level; the soil productive. Fine turnpikes traverse its territory ; 
riilrouds centre towards the County seat; and the unexeelled national highway, 
broad and straight, gives easy access to and from the city in every kind of 
weather. Suburban regidences are numerous, and Lagonda and Bast Springfield 
ure growing villages. 

From muanuseript of William IL. Berger the following faets have been vompiled. 
The first building creeted in Lagonda was about 1800. Jumes Smith was the first 
white man to pass through the valley, accompanying a party uf Indinns. The 
journey occurred in 1760, and Sinith saw elk und buffalo. Simon Kenton and 
Others settled north of Springfield in 1799. A mill was wanted. Government 
offered thirty nores of Innd to any mill-builder. Kenton built a mill, but got. ne 
land. Kenton's claim wus deeded, July 20, 1814, to William Ward, Sr. Caleb 
Tuttle, when a boy, took wheat to Kenton's will, and, standing on a block, bulted 
the four by turning the cloth with a wineh. Kenlou sutd, December & one-fourth 
to William Beesly and Nicholas Rieket. Tho former eregted a zaw-mill with a 
Mitter-chursing attachment, and both worked in anison. RNieket wow built a 
rime mill neuer the old site, and pul in two sets of burrs. Mrs. Tuttle ran this 
mill while her father was soliicring to the uorthward, Indians eame round otfer- 
ing for sale cranberries. Beesly put up a earding- and fulling-mill. During 1812 
and Stl, Peter Kitt ran a distillory ; it was Iuilt oo the farm of J.T. Warden, 
nod ron hy M. Murray, On Aagust t, 1880, Jereminn Wariler purchased the 
village of Lavonda for three thousand dollars, The old mill was used, Hut. was 
son (urna into a distillery, Warder erected a urge mill sunth of the creek, 
vod built vdum, which supplied the water-power for sayy-mill, factory, still, nnd 
grist-mill. ‘The grist-mill had large patronage, and ran for forty years. Jobn 
Iunt was » storekeeper in 1828, Mulholland was a jewelor. C. MeLaughlin und 
George Warder were early storekoepers in u house whieh finally took fire and was 
cousumeil, The first English sebool in tha neighborhood wae taught in a small 
log house Mout one nud a half wiles north by east of Lugouda, on Mr, Crubill’s 
farm. Later, the school was moved into the Duptist dburch, half a mile north of 
the villuge. During 1845, Rev. William J. Shuey taught the first school in Lu- 
goody, with thirty or forty pupils. Noxt yeur a three-handred-dollar bouse was 
erected hy Nicholas Nimsgern, In 1858, 1 house thirty lry forty-five was orected 
AL an expense of twelye hundred dollars. In 1867, a =ixteen-hunidred-dollar house 
Was erected. A church was built in IS71, ata cost of thirty-five hundred dollars, 
by the W. B.C. Membership, one hundred and twenty-live, Dr, William A. 
Needhoiw, of Vermont, came to Springtield Township, and lived ina log house near 
Lagonda, in the yoar 1811. This person was well known and a popular physician 
of the times, 


SPRINGFIELD CITY. 


Survey made Mareh 17, 1801, First house built by Griflith Foos, and opened 
asa tavern in June of (S01, Seeond tavern, in 1803, hy Archibald Lowry. ‘Lhe 
first store-keeper began in 1804, und was named Charles Stowe. Jonah Baldwin 
opened tavern in the first two-story frame house in town. First M. i. Church 
organized, im 1806, in Pinkard’s sohool-house. Jobo Reid, cooper, in 1804. Firse 
post-oflico established in 1804; John Daugherty, postmaster, The first church 
building was erected, in ISL), by the Now Lights, In 18)4, William Ross built the 
first brick house in Springlield. First M. E. Church erected in Slt. In July, 
ISNT, the First Mreshyterian Church was organized in (icorge Duke's grocery, 
Original paper, The Farmer, established, in 1817, by George Suwith, In 181s, 
when the County seat was established at Springtield, the town contained some 
brick and frame houses, but the greater pert were of logs. Mill Run, a beautiful 
rivulet, divided the town into two sections: West Bad, or “ Old Virginia,” und 
East Enil, or * Sleepy Hollow. ‘The run was crossed on a foot-log. Where the 
depots are lucated eattle were swamped in the quagmire, Limestone Street was 
extended by a brush-layer, thon logs, und finally gravel or dirt. The tayern- 
Keopers then were James Norton, Mr. Ludlow, William Rose, and James McElroy. 
There were four stores! Maddox Fisher's, Merson Spinning’s, and two others, 
smalley, Wishor's had » brick pavement,—the only one in town. Fire-wood was 
left in the streets, and chopped aa it was needed. Wagons ran elose to front loors, 
nnd mud was plenty everywhere. oA temperance meeting was held, led by Rev. 
Saul Henkle, and a number of persons not only agreed fo quit the use of liquors, 
but to use their influence tu induce others to do the sume. In 1810, Andrew and 
Frederiek Johnson ditched and drained the Mill Run swainp-land. In 1810, 
William Worden eame to Sprivgfield, and became known us a popular landiord. 
Ilis sign was that of a stage-coach and horses wt full speed; it was suspended 
from 4 tnll post on the outer edge of the sidewalk. THis offive and bur were no 
moro thin twenty feot square. “ Werden’s tavern" was the stopping-place for a 
stige line; Werden himself was the first to mevt the tired traveler and conduct 
Nim into the house, A servant removed minlly leggings anit boots, and supplied 
slippers. The landlady did her work well in preparing o bountifal meal, 
then die a clean bed, a good pest, anil a Woparture in Digh good will te the kind 
enlertiiners, Tn 1820, Werden oooupied a Inege hotel, and did a jetying bosiness. 
He supported Juckson, anid was rewarded by the offier of postnnister, which he 
hold four years. Tn 1820 the town of Springfiehl ountsined five hundred and ten 
poople,—two hundred and cighty-five wales, two lundrod and twenty-five females, 
There wero eight mereantile sturee. » full supply of professional aien, a flouring-, 
Woolen-, and curding- nnd cotton-mills, schools, Printng-olfies, und post-office, 
at which the mails were received in vlogaut four-lorse evaches. Then there were 


hut ninety-four houses in the County subject to taxation. In [S20 the Associate 
Reformed Presbyterians built their stune chureh at (he qorth ent of Limestone 
Street, 1520 was leap-yeur, On February 29, John Bueon was amarrigd. Tra 
Paige and Charles Anthony were iarricd during the same week, These Uiree 
were made happy fathers near the same day: an event to be remembered hy these 
afterwand old and leading citizens, Joel Walker was in early queer charagter, 
remembered by oll settlers. Waitsel Cary, a latter, was knuwn ag one Industeinus 
af his trade. His hats were stiffened with gluco, and happed with coon or other fur, 
anid did well for dry weather. 

It was in 1827 Springfield was incorporated, This yeur several persons of the 
Presbyterian Church met ut the svhool-house of James L. Lorbert, on the north- 
east corner of Market and North Streeta, and organized the first Sunday-sehoo! 
intuwn. At this time Dr. Blount, J. Lowry, and Jacob Kills built a paper-mill, 
wnd opened a store for sule of excellent pauper, where rags were bought in and 
the mil) hands paid. Springfield, possessed of striking advantages in loantion 
and surroundings, was of slow early growth. Forty-four Yeurs went by since 
James Demint had Juid it out, and her population waz three thousand five hun- 
dred. Business was limited. Prodnets were supplied only to the neighborhood, 
Manufacture was cramped for funds to run and market to sell. Trade was enp- 
ported by barter. Store-goods were given for wheat, which was ground, barreled, 
and wagoned to Cincinnati. When there, ench moroiog had a price, unvaried 
through the day, unless a boat cine in,—a welcume sight to those haying flour 
to sell, for the services of old-time middle-men were gladly dispensed with. 

The National road, connecting Springfield with Columbus and the Bustern 
States und Washington, was built to this point in 1889, In 1346, Sprivetield 
obtained railway connection with Cincinnati, via Litthe Miami. In 1848, the 
Mad River and Lake Erie, now Cleveland, Coluwhus, Cincinnati wud Tndianap- 
olis Ruilrond, was completed to Springfield, and Inke communication gained, In 
1851, the Springtield and Dayton was finished to this city. These wud other ronds 
liave given an impetus to eily growth in wealth and population, 

Springfield is unsurpassed as a place of residence. Desirable and abundaut 
social advantages offer themselves. The morality and intelligenge of her citizens 
are no self-audatory claims, but prominent characteristics. In education, a eul- 
lege, private schools, and reputable public schouls keep up ber reputation, [er 
government rests in the hands of faithful and efficient mon. She has five and 
costly churches, baudsome private residences, ecommodious busipess structures, 
and mimmoth manufactures, as brietly doseribed iy County history. Springtield 
is yet a city of moderate <ize, but her Titanic workshops, where Briureun irou 
hands chigel and would the huge piles of iron and steel, where wind wakes the 
win, Will stand years henee as the Tyre of modern days. 


PIKE TOWNSHIP. 


The township of Pike lies in the northwest corner of Clark, adjacent to Chani- 
prign nod Green. It is watered by Donnels’ and the forks of Honey Creeks, 
The principal thoroughfare ia the Clark Miami pike, extending westward through 
the contre of the lowuship. There are several other pikes terminating in the one 
named. Dialton is a small village in the northeast gorner, Ou the line between 
Sections b and 11; and two miles and » half south is Northumptoo, on the Miami 
pike. Anticipating u town, Peter Basinger had the site platted and recorded on 
January 30, 1820. 

The early settlers of Pike sought hones moro than society. They traversed 
the woods till they found a satisfactory spot, and there they plied the axe, erected 
their cabins, and made improvements. ‘'I'rails led from house to house, and ebil- 
dren knew those paths for miles, and rarely beeame lost. Set(lers generally kept 
at home, and made their own siciety. A few would meet fora folie, A honting 
Stroll sitistied boy and man. There were no eburehes of account until the people 
gathered in villages, aud at present there are but two churches, 

The earliest settler in the township of Pike was Andrew Black. Accompanied 
by his brothor Samuel, who, however, soon returned home, he jeft his home in 
Virginia in 1805, and came to this portion of Clark County by way of the Village 
of Cincinnati. Congress lands to the extent of eight hundred and twenty aeres 
were purchased at government price, the cabin crested, aud a sual clearing 
planted to corn, whieh, between field anid crib, was consumed hy the squirrels, 
Tn 1506 the family arrived, aonsisting then of wile and one ehill. Years rolled 
hy and nine children were born to them. In 1807, Samuel Black came in and 
settled, The first building used az a s¢hool-house was situated (hreu-fourths of 
a mile cast of Mr. Andrew Black's present residenee. James Blyok—uo relition 
tu tho families named—was the oarliest teacher in Pike, One Adam Verdier as 
ove of the next setilers in the township, arriving about 1806, So far as could be 
ascertiined, Samuel Blyek, son of Andrew Black, was the first white child horn 
in Pike Township. he event oceurved in the month of January, 1815. The 
oldest settlers have passed uway and left no record. ‘Lhe history of their first few 
years in this exclusively avrieultural locality ig unknown, The heir inheriting 
the father’s vstate has often heard the simple stories of his sire concerning neigh- 
bors far and near, but, long unealled for, they are forgotten, or blended with =o 
much uncertainty as to he unreliable. 

At Dilton is a factory ; at Northampton, a steam flouring-mill. 

Politically, the township is Demoeratic. Out of two hundred and ninety-nine 
votes cast in 1874 for Secretary of State, W. Bell, Jr. reecived one hundred and 
sixty-six. 


MOOREFIELD TOWNSHIP, 


In the second lier of townships from the east, composed wholly of Congres 
hinds, and destitute of Villages, Moorefield Township is ¢xelusively agrionltural, 
In the southwest, Mad River is its boundary ; from German and up ioeng its 
western side run the parallel tracks of the Atlantic and Great Western and the 
Cincinnati, Saudusky and Cleveland Roads, To the southenst, and branohing 
whout the corner section of the township, flows the eurront of Back Creck. The 
regularity of the roads indicates the unifurmly level surface of the country. 

This division it one of the earliest settled, and much of interest is ussouiated 
With the history of oll Moorefield Township privy to the organization of Chirk 
County. 

To 179) a colony of half x dozen settlers accompanied by their families stopped 
on their way up from Kentueky, for a brief ‘time, sear Springfield, and then lo- 
cated thentselves in Moorefield Township, on the line of a road to Urbanu. Those 
persons were Philip Jarhow, William Ward, Simon Kenton, Jolin Rieliards, ani 
Willian Moore. Four miles north of Springfield Ward's cabin was raised; be- 
youd was RKenton's, and then Jarbow’s. This latter soon constructed a still, and 
manofietured whisky for himself and neighbors on shares, Ee continued the 
business through life, and so disposed of the surplis corn raised. It was during 
the year of their settlement that Kenton dug a canal, intending it fora mill-race; 
but the work wag abandoned and no mill built, on account of deficiency of water. 
The old cabins, like their builders, have passed away, and a new rnes, alive io the 
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present, cil the fields aud follow in Lhe rush of business. Cuptuin Moore was a 
ginsmith, wid worked for the Indians, driving a trade iu game aud pelts. Lucky 
wis ib Dvitieh trader in the north part of old Moorefield, and exchanged store- 
goods tor furs and skins. The next and eficient class of settlers enme from Vir- 
ziti, They named the township alter Moorefield in the Old Dominion, and 
long exhibited the peenliarities of Southern life. Among them We find Righard 
Robison, James Bishop, and Benjamin Cornell, with fumilies of fourteen each. 
Besides these there were David Crabill, John Ward, Horatio Baner, and James 
Foley; the last three started to Detroit in IS12Z te assist Hull's army, and got there 
just as he maie his cowardly surrender. A large foree of Kentuckians murehed 
through Mouretield about this time. under Colonel Wivkliffe, to reinforce the 
Aimerican army, lyitename too lite. Tames Foley and John Ward were hen vy Innd- 
holders, and besides their purchases in 1803, noquired Landreds of ueres in aditi- 
lion. They entered lurge tracts, made the first payments, then soll a part, auds 
with the proceeds, paid for the rest as it came due. Mr. Boley war a resident of the 
township for sixty years. Ile was two years in the Legislature, nnd introduced 
whill to prevent unsound enttle from running at durge.”’ Ile pave its dute as 
{1582 (one thousand eighteen hundred tind thirty-two). Amomber called wttontion 
tu the dite, When Poley rose, and moved to strike ont one thousind years, The 
Poly brothers, Jolin and James, were enttle dealers, and did Lhe heaviest purchasing 
in the County. 

Asan early birth we give that of Margaret Ward, daughter of William, born 
in 1804. Eliza Foley, w present resident of Springteld, was born to John Boley 
in 1807, Old Mr. MeDuaniels died in 1808,—the first death whieh took place in the 
township. In I807, Alexander MeBoth, his wife Rachacl, wud eight ehildren 
¢amme from Peunsyivania. He built, in 1810, the first briek house within the 
hounds of Champaign, Clark, and Lagan,—the latter being then but an Indian's 
home, wild and unsettled. 

On old Colonel Ward's farm, ata later date owned by Frank Shalta, stood, on 
and hefure 1812, the first log sehoul-house in Moorefield. It was rough sehoul- 
house, destitute of Moors Wut the parental roof was of the same charneter, and 
give no chanee for invidious comparison. Redwood Bastun was the primitive 
instructor, Well reuembered now by the boss grown old and crav-baired amid 
the vast changes of sixty years. Awother early schoolhouse was ot the pond 
between the houses of Lemon aud Robison. Its tirst sehuolmuster, aanyed Jubii 
Smith, ia remembered by bis now weed pupils a2 a kind ned eonstlerste map. 
>ywire Lemon succeeded Smith vs the second tencher, 

Along in 1810 or IST, a missionary seut out by the Preshyterinn Chureh, 
ymed Wood, orgnnized a Congrecahion upon the ereok. Rev. Craig prenehod wt 
elated intervals wt different settlers’ houses The first church orgunimation in 
the towuship was Methodist, Rev. Kohert Miller preached in private houses til 
the construction af the“ Plensaut TN’ church. hore are vow four ehurebes in 
the (ownship. A saow-will was early built on the creek, and went hy the name of 
“the Henkle Mill.” Mr. Cantrel ostablished a fathers in TS)6,in the borth part 
of the township, and thnned fora shure, as wes the custom, Miuy of tho old 
settlers could tun for themselves very well. Ifeaving the Indians were hecoming 
hostile, (he citizens in the carly day contributed funds, und sent Andrew MeBeth 
anit Jereminh Reese with MeBoth's four-horse terns for arms and ammunition to 
Cincinnati; luckily they were not needal. ‘he township is Republicun, and was 
Whig. Chaney Fall cast the first abolition vote in Uhe township, in IS44. Le 
was acoused Of harboring runaway shives, and, at night, tarred, feuthored, wou 
role on p rail, The contrast of past nud present shows polition) pungress, 


PLEASANT TOWNSHIP. 


The history of this township is given by William Coffey. The first settlers of 
this lowity were Juseph Colley, who came trom Pennsylvania, und settled here 
in May 6, 1803. Tle brought with him his wife and two echildren,—Tatom and 
Joseph, Jr. He lived in camp for three months, and then built the first lo exbin 
in the township, in the fall of 1808 Duriug the same fall, a Mr. Isaae Eymond 
and family, cousin of Joseph Coffey, also settled on Seetion 23. The names of 
his family wero: Mary, bis wife, Jesse, Sarah, Naney, Mary, Liza, and Tsaac, the 
ehildren, 

During the following year Archibald MeConkey and (ainily arrived. THis family 
consisted of Naney, his wife, and three children,—Alexander, Daniel, und Eliza- 
beth. MeConkey settled on the farm now owned hy Mahlon Neer,—the date heing 
April 11,1804. Also there were Willian Hendrieks and fumily, consisting of several 
children, Samuel Lafferty and family, avd Clenry Dawaon and funily. Beside the 
above, the Runyan brothers, Abraham, Joseph, and (George, Andrew Baum- 
gardner, anil Peter Arbogast, were ourly settlers, ‘The first muirriage was that of 
John Gilmore, of Urlana, to Ellen Dawson, of this township. The second mar- 
riage was of William Iunter to Blanche Heniricks. 

The first white child boru in Pleasant was Jobn Coffey, on June 20,1805. The 
second wis William Lafferty, May 25, 1806. The first female birth was that of 
Sarah Coffey, May 29, 1808. 

The first grist-mill was built by William Hunter, wbout 1819, on Buek Creek, 
It is now owned by his son, Jonathan unter. ‘The ereek just named was also 
the site of the first saw-mill, erected by George Dawson. 

The first chureh was organized in the Runyan neighborhood, about 1810-12, 
Tt was of the Methodist denomination, and the pioneer preacher was of the same 
faith, Moses Hinkle was the organizer of the first Sabbath-schou! in connection 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, in [824. 

The first death was of Constantine Dawaon; she died Tune 28, 1805. In 
her Mr. Dawson lost a loving and beloved wife. There aro nt present five 
churches in this township. There are nine gehool districts; each bas a good 
lirick schoul-house. At Catawha there is a graded sebuol, Eduention and reli- 
gion are diflused among the people. Lllenry Dawson was tbe first justice of the 
peiees Solomon Scott succeeded, then Samuel Lafferty, who hell the office 
twenty-one yours, 

Catawoa, a village in the northern part of the township, about fourteen miles 
from Springfield, was Intd out by George Dawson and Lerael Marsh, in Jauuury,, 
Isus. Jesse Reese taught the first school in the neighborlwod, about 1805. He 


died before he finished his term of school John Dawson was bis immediate 


successor. 

The first church built was known as Ashury Chapel: it was erected aliont 1810, 
Md Robert Miller was the first minister, The earliest constructed mill was put 
up by Nathan Curtnell, on the ereek, two miles west of Catawha, The township 
has supplied the following-naimed officers: William Saylor, County sherit!) William 
Biwynrd; assessor; and Nathan MeConkey, the present County Commissioner, 
whi is serving bis second term, 

Thus we have written, and while some will ussail the statements herein made, 
there gre others who will commend for what has been done. To ench and all whose 
kindly nid has assisted, the writer tenders his grateful thanks. 
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BLE ARBOGAST, 


This oft genthoamun aod early pioneer of Chuck Connty was born in Pendleton Connty, Va. 
November 2, 1700. In the fall of 18tL his father, Michael Arbogast, eaigeted to Ohio, and 
located on Buck Creok, in whatis now Muorefield Township, Clark County. Ilere Mr. Arbo- 
wast died in 18h, and Mrs. Arbogast iu 1824. The fimily comprised five sons and two dangh- 
ters, of whom the subject of this sketch was the thirl son.and be and his sister, Mrs. Thomas 
MeKinnan, of Union County, Obio, are all that are now living. 

Shortly before bis death Mx, Arbogast had entered a half seetion of land, and lis decease 
left lis family witha debtof the larger purtion of the purchase-money hanging over the prop- 
erty. By the hardest struggles, however, of the widow nod ler children, the debt was liqui- 
dated, and the funily had a start in the world, 

On April 1, 1825, Mr. Eli Arbogast murried Miss Naney Henkle. who was born in Virginia, 
September 12, L801, For twelve years subsequent to bis marriage Mr. Arbogust Wve on rented 
fund, and in the spring of 1855 he bought the property upon which he now resides, fis 
funiily has numbered nine children, only three uf whom are now living, viz. Mrs. Adam 
Brandle, who was married September 17, 1843; Joh Ph. Arbogast; wud Mrs.Jodii Mivesh. woo 
was married November 25, 1860. Mar. Marsh died October 27, 1870. 

On the 20th of May, 1865, Ma. John Arbogast very uarrowly escaped being killed by being 
erushed under a falling building. The only thing that saved bis life wus a sual! elevation in 
the ground that held apa portion of the structure, and so kept itfvom resting its whole weight 
upen his body, ‘The accident resulted, however, in the brexking of lis right limbs, and ulso 
ju a serious injury of the spine. Since then Mr. Arbogast has been entirely lid aside fron 
itetive Inbor, and at times is the subject of Ho smnll imount of pain. 

On September 27, 1866, the subject of this narrative was culled to mourn the loss of lis eem- 
punion, Who died at the nge of sixty-five yenrs and fifteen days. 


MATTHEW BALLENTINE. 


The subject of this biographical notice was born in Cumberland County, May in the year 
1812, and cume to Ohie with bis fathers family in 1841. His wife was Saralt Domer, of Ger- 
man Township, Clark County, Ohio, te whom he was married in 1850. His father emferated 
from Ireland to this country in the year 1798, and settled in Cumberland County. Pa, whore 
he raised a family of thirteen children, six sous aud seven diughtors, of whon ouly fir sous 
and two daughters are new living, In 1841 the oll gentleman came to Olio with his funily, 
and after «short stay in Montgomery Conoty, removed, in 1882, to German Township, Chirk 
County, where he spont the reminder of his life. Mir Ballentine was an industrious and 
hard-working man, and come to this country when the baod of civilization and enterprise 
had done comparatively littl: towdrls the building of etties and developing the wonderful 
resources of the mutive soil, 

Nis sou, Matthew Ballentine, is now residing ipon the old homestend,

HENRY BRCHTLE. 

The subject of this sketch was born in Washington County, Marylusd, May 26, 1782. At 
the ove of twenty-one he accompanied Majer Brouson to the Western Territory as surveyor, 
nul was in the wilderness amone the Chickutsaws forty days without secing the tice of a white 
nian except those belonging to his company, To 18et he repaired to Cincinnati, and carried 
on trvle with New Orleans, being the first mun who ran a barge between these two phiees, 
Tn 1816 he went into business on the corner of Main and Columbia Strects, now known as (he 
Nef property, where le remained sume nine years. On the 1th of February of this year Mer, 

Wwehth: maccied Elizabeth, danghter of Duvid Terry, one of the earliest pioneers of Ken- 
tucky. Mer. Porry was with Col. Ruhert Tattersou in his eventfil journey fron Kentucky 
to Pittsburg, in the fll of 1776. Ile was also a relative of Commodore Porry, of Lake Erie 
notoriety, 

Mr Hechtle's fuuily comprised three sous and five daughters, of whom one son aid three 
Houghters survive, ‘The second duughter, Miry I, is Mrs. Guy TL Rinkead, of Brown County, 
Ohio, ‘The thinlis Mrs. James 0. Bdwards, of Springteld. The second son. Perry, lias been 
for many Yours a prominent basiness ming of Springtiehl. For seven yours lie was Uae praprietor 
ofthe Mason and Bhikeney Foundry. Vora number of years past le has been engneed in 
Nimining aod dealing in realestate. Ieois an enterprising and public-spirited citizen. Io has 
one son, Harry PL Sirah D., Wie oldest child, resides with her brother Merry at Mound Ridge, 
Hear Springfield. 

In 1820 Mr. Henry Beclitle removed to Springfield, where he had previously pateelised prope 
erty, and eugaged in farming and milling wotil his death, ou the Oth of Felienury, IS3h. He 
possessed superior basiness abilities, and was a model of enterprise and perseverance, Ie was 
spretilly food of hunting, in whieh) he became very proficient. For 2 time We served the 
Mounty as Commissioner, Ile was devotedly attuehed to his home, and led a life of compara 
tive fetlvement, 

WILLIAM BERRY 

Wis bork in western Virginia, May 8, 1798, came to Ohio with bis fathers fiainily in ihe fall 
at TS08, ait Ins since been a resident of Clark County, Io passed alons what is now Main 
Street, Springheld, when it was covered with stamps and underbrush. In 1824, he remeved 
from Nis country home to the city. In this year, also, he was made captain of the militia. 
He hus also served several terms as Sheriff of Clark Connty, viv. in 1850, LS2, Lats, anil 
TSW. Tle has always heen a strict temperince man, and never, while a eatdidate for atticn, 
Jid le ever treat a single elector, The earlier lawyers say of him that le never failed to 
serve weils, however Inte they might lave been placed in his hands, before term time. 

For some fifteen yours he was one of the directors of the Mad River Valley—now Nationstl 
—Think. 

His educational privileges wore very limited, The pioneer log school-Lotse, without Hour 
or windows, furnished bis first facilities in this regard. [lis fuer ied in 18ST), and young 
Berry was left to work his own wiy through the work, Jr Berry is a num of decided von 
Vietions, retiring manners, and of sterlitie integrity of character, Fur pearly forty years he 
His Leon connected with the Presliyterian Chareh, and during along residences in Springfield 
Ne his mahitainet the reputation of a thorough Christiau gentleman,

TUE STEWART FAMILY. 

The biography of the Stewart family is of wnusiol interest from its anthyuity, number, and 
Conoection With the curly history of Clark Coabty. Tlobert Stowart, an ancestor, left the old 
home near Glasgow, Seothinl, for trelamdl in 1601 ar 1602, to escape religions peraeeution, 
more especially from other members of the Stewart fumily who were arrayed against (he 
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Covenant Presbyterians, with whom he was identified. A son, Samuel Stewart, born in Scot- 
land or Ireland, removed to America in 1735, bringing with him his son, Samuel T. Stewart, 
then two years of age. This son settled in Dauphin County, Pennsylvania, where John, 
Stewart was born in 1781, John T. removed to Olio in 1806, and settled on fractional section 
number 15. Me married March 2, 1814, Ann Elder, daughter of Robert Elder, and by her had 
ten children—eight boys and two girls. Asa man, Mr. Stewart was respeeted both for politi- 
eal and religious standing.

THE MAD RIVER NATIONAL BANK, SPRINGFIELD, ONTO. 


Ata preliminary meeting, held December 7, 1846, it was deeided to ask for the estublish- 
nent uf a branch of the Stute Bank of Ohio, to be called the Mad River Valley Branch of the 
State Bunk of Olio, at Springfield, to be located there with a capital of one Lundred thousunidl 
dolhiurs, 

On Janwiry 7, I847, the stockholders met, and elected the following persons directors, vis. 
Levi Rinehart, Chas. Cavileer, Chas. M. Chirk, Chas. Anthony, John Bacon, Alexander 
MeCright, David King, Win. Werden, and Robert Neil, all of who are now dead except 
Chas. M. Clark and Robert Neil. Al these gentlemen resided in Springfield at the time of 
their election with the exception of Mr, Neil, who was a citizen of Columbus, 

At a subsequent meeting, Uie directors elected Levi Rinehart president of the bank, and the 
institution began business, using the room and yault in the rear of what was then the stere- 
room of James Wallace. 

On the 18th of January, 1847, Jamies T. Claypoole was elected cashier, In Janney, 1856, Mr. 
Cliypoole resigned as cashier, and Thomas F, MeGrew sneceeded him. 

Ou September 14, 1857, My, Rinehart resigned his position as director and president of the 
bank, and Samuel Barnett was chosen his suecessor as direetor, and Jolin Bacon as president, 

In August, 1857, a panic resulted from the stispension of the Ohio Life Insurance and Trust 
Company in New York, and a resolution was passed by the Board of Control at Columbns, 
requesting that the branch hanks would adhere to the provision of the 55th and God sections 
of the law of their incorporation, which was to maintain during the puuie the attitude of paying 
coin wpon their cirenhiting totes, This branch bank, with others in the State, was enabled 
to do this through the position assomed by the brokers and bankers af Cincinnati, to use over 
thelr conliters, and not to return fur redemption, the bank nutes of the banks of Kentucky, 
Indiana, and Ohio. 

On the lath of May, 1865, the National Bank was authorized, aud the Lusiness of the branch 
bauk was changed to that of the Mad River National Bank of Spripyfield, with u eapital of 
two hundred thousand dollars, 

The first directors of the national bink were Jolin Bacon, John W, Baldwin, Wm. Berry, 
Charles M, Charl, and James S, Goode. After the orguinizution of the bourd, Jobo Bacon wis 
electeil president, und Thomas Fy MeGrow cushier, 

In March, 1870, Mr. John Bacon, one of the tirst stockholders af the institution and presi- 
dent of the same, aid who Tad been connected with the Dank from the organization of the 
Stite branch, died, antl was sneeeeded as president hy Jolin W. Baldwin, nnd by John Snyder 
as director. After two years of service, Mr. Snyder retired as direetor, and Churles Bacon, 
son of the late president, John Bacon, was elected to the position. 

In the spring of 1870 the institution removed into the new Inilding which it now occupies, 
lu 1875 the bunk, by a vote of its stockholders, increased their capital stock 
A short time subsequent to this, Wm.
